hen the Continental Congress de- 

cided to declare independence 

from the British empire in 1776, 

10% of the population of the fledg- 
ling country was from Ireland. By 1790, close to 
500,000 Irish citizens had immigrated to America. 
They were very active in the American Revolution, 
both on the battlefields and off, and yet their sto- 
ries are not well known. The important contri- 
butions of the Irish on military, political and eco- 
nomic levels have been long overlooked and 
ignored by generations of historians.

Irish contributors 
such as John Barry, the colonies’ foremost naval 
officer; Henry Knox, an artillery officer and future 
secretary of war; Richard Montgomery, America’s 
first war hero and martyr; and Charles Thomson, 
a radical organizer and secretary to the Conti- 
nental Congress were all instrumental in carrying 
out the vision for a free country. Without their 
timely and disproportionate assistance, America 
almost certainly would have lost the desperate 
fight for its existence.

the postmortem investigations were able 
to identify and ends with a complete pho- 
tographic record of the mass graves, the 
postmortems, and the items recovered 
from the scene. 

The Communist atrocity at Katyn— 
downplayed and often ignored by the me-

TBR readers 
know, more than most Americans, that atrocities are committed in 
war.

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YELLOW JOURNALISM, BLACK INTENTIONS 


n the late 1800s, a major rivalry developed between 

two of the leading newspaper publishers of the 

time, Joseph Pulitzer and William Randolph Hearst. 

Pulitzer, the Jewish-born publisher of the popular 

daily The New York World, is the namesake of the 
coveted Pulitzer prizes awarded for excellence in jour- 
nalism and literature. Hearst published The New York 
Journal. Prior to publishing the Journal, Hearst managed 
The San Francisco Examiner. Both men helped rev- 
olutionize journalism and news reporting, but in ways 
that weren’t necessarily beneficial to the public. 

Pulitzer and Hearst would go down as icons in the 
history of journalism in America, known for their inno- 
vation in the industry and mastery of what would 
become known as yellow journalism, a concept coined 
in 1896 that described the sort of sensational, emotionally 
charged reporting championed by both Pulitzer and 
Hearst in their daily newspapers. 

Facts and objective reporting were of lesser impor- 
tance to the practitioners of yellow journalism than cir- 
culation. This approach to reporting the news has come 
to dominate the reporting produced by virtually every 
mainstream mass media organ in existence in the 
modern Western world today. At that time, however, 
both men were competing for readers and thus used 
sensational, over-the-top headlines and imagery, largely 
in the form of cartoons, to attract eyeballs to their re- 
spective papers. In 1898, the pinnacle of yellow journalism 
at the time was reached, as both Pulitzer and Hearst 
played leading roles in the escalation of the conflict be- 
tween the United States and Spain, that ultimately led 
to a global war. 

In February 1898, the USS Maine, a Navy ship sent 
to Cuba as a display of U.S. power and a clear provocation 
against Spain, which then ruled Cuba, was sunk in 
Havana Harbor. Pulitzer and Hearst quickly launched 
their popular newspapers into overdrive, churning out 
endless stories demonizing the Spanish, demanding re- 
venge and insisting on an escalation between the two 
powers, despite Spain’s insistence it had nothing to do 
with the sinking of the ship. Suddenly, U.S. papers were 
also filled with stories of mass atrocities committed by 
the Spanish against the natives of Cuba and the Philip- 
pines. Though the claims were false, readers had no 
way of checking the facts, as we can today with instan- 
taneous global communications technology. 

Nearly all of what Pulitzer and Hearst published had 
little to do with the facts on the ground or the complex 
geopolitical realities in contention. Exaggerations, 
rumors, entirely distorted or even fabricated “news” 
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was presented, largely driven by their desire to hawk 
their paper and inflame tensions regardless of the con- 
sequences of their incendiary copy. 

“You furnish the pictures, Pll provide the war!” Hearst 
once infamously stated. This sort of mindset, and the ir- 
responsible, reprehensible perversion of journalism it 
has produced, has proven to be disastrous to humanity 
and to the cause of truth and justice in the world. 

Currently, the slanderous atrocity propaganda leveled 
against Russia we see so vividly on display in the 
conflict in Ukraine has its roots largely in the practice 
of yellow journalism pioneered so effectively by Pulitzer 
and Hearst over 125 years ago. Western media outlets 
obediently parrot and amplify entirely unverified and 
extremely dubious narratives and reports coming out 
of Ukraine, without even attempting to fact check or 
confirm the allegations. 

Western politicians, including President Joe Biden, 
are no better. They have repeatedly affirmed some of 
the more outlandish claims made by the Zelensky 
regime, all in an effort to demonize Russia and, ultimately, 
justify a potential Western intervention in the conflict 
that could inevitably spark WWIIL. 

Lurid tales of Russia war crimes and other unspeak- 
able atrocities, including brutal killings of innocent civ- 
ilians, torture, deliberate targeting of civilian infras- 
tructure—including a nuclear power plant—buildings 
and homes and the use of chemical and biological wea- 
pons, have dominated headlines for months,. No doubt 
it will continue unabated for weeks to come as long as 
this NATO-instigated conflict continues. At this time, 
however, there is no proof Russia has done any of this. 

It’s hard to decide who is worse: the Western political 
establishment or the Western press? Both work hand- 
in-hand in their promotion of blatant falsehoods and 
deceitful narratives to advance the interests of the New 
World Order and their own kleptocracy. Both are equally 
as guilty in their irresponsible and mendacious rhetoric, 
their loathing of Russia and their promotion and ampli- 
fication of outright war propaganda. As real students of 
history know full well, this sort of brazen dishonesty 
has been a mainstay of the fake news media establishment 
and the political elite in America and the wider Western 
world for far too long. 

Russia and their budding coterie of allies, including 
China, India, Brazil and others, are tired of living under 
Uncle Sam’s boot. They, like Russia, have reached their 
limit when it comes to the lies endlessly spewed by the 
Western press and its double-dealing ruling class.

A rare translation of the German investigation is conclusively debunking many of these 
fictional tales, including the commonly accepted narrative about who was committing 
the mass murder of helpless prisoners in Katyn Forest in Eastern Europe and why.

March to April 1940 re- 
mains one of the least known—but 
pivotally important—atrocities of 
World War II. The full German report 
on the events, first published in 1943, 
has never before been completely 
translated into English. English lan- 
guage portions of it—mostly the med- 
ical conclusions—have seen the light 
of day, but the complete document 
has remained in the shadows, available 
only to those with deep pockets, pre- 
pared to lay out thousands of dollars 
for original copies. 


HOSTILITIES MOUNT 


The saga of the Katyn Forest mur- 
ders started with the origins of World 
War II and the build-up of hostilities 
between Germany and Poland that 
dated back to the Versailles Treaty. 

At the end of World War I (1914— 
1918), Poland was recreated as an

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independent nation. Poland had last 
been an independent nation in the 
late 1700s. However, after siding with 
Napoleon Bonaparte during the Na- 
poleonic Wars, the Polish people were 
punished by being divided up and 
ruled over by the Austro-Hungarian, 
German and Russian empires. 

When recreated as an independent 
republic in 1919, the new Polish state 
was given huge slices of land from 
Germany, specifically the regions of 
West Prussia, the province of Posen 
and East Upper Silesia. While most 
of these regions had a mixed Ger- 
man- and Polish-speaking population, 
and both sides had nearly equal his- 
torical claims to the territory, it was 
the Germans who had done the most 
to increase the wealth and prestige 
of the regions in question. 

In addition, the major German 
coastal and port city of Danzig was 
established as a “Free City” run by 
the League of Nations to serve as a 
major port for Polish trade. The “Dan- 
zig Corridor,” as it became known, 
was the burning issue in the territorial 
dispute between Germany and Poland, 
as it effectively divided Germany into 
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The Killing Order

two separate geographical regions. 
Contrary to postwar propaganda, 
the leadership of Nazi Germany did 
try to resolve the matter peacefully, 
even offering to renounce all territorial 
claims in return for road and train 
overland access to Danzig and the 
return of that city to German rule. 
Spurred on by Britain and France, 
the Polish government refused to ac- 
cede to these reasonable requests. At 
the same time, some Polish national- 
ists—acting without orders from the 
Polish government—began persecuting 
Germans within the Danzig Corridor, 
and a number of murders and attacks 
took place upon German civilians. 
These incidents grew in number and, 


finally, an attack on the German radio 
station in Gleiwitz on the night of Au- 
gust 31, 1939 served as the final pro- 
vocation for the invasion.! 

The ongoing harassment and ten- 
sion had in fact convinced Adolf Hitler 
that there could only be a military so- 
lution to the crisis. He gave orders to 
the Wehrmacht to prepare an invasion 
of Poland—but, first, the German chan- 
cellor had to take care of the potential 
international diplomatic fallout. 

His three primary concerns were 
Britain, France and the Soviet Union. 
The British and the French had started 
talks with the Soviet Union in the 
summer of 1939 with the aim of form- 
ing an anti-German alliance. When

the talks broke down, Hitler seized 
his opportunity. German Foreign Min- 
ister Joachim von Ribbentrop—por- 
trayed in Allied and postwar propa- 
ganda as an evil brute but, actually, a 
highly intelligent and skillful diplo- 
mat—was sent to Moscow to open 
negotiations with the USSR. 

To everyone’s shock—including 
Hitler’s own followers, for whom the 
Soviet Bolsheviks had always been 
the main enemy, and whose Jewish 
roots had played such an important 
role in Nazi propaganda—Ribbentrop 
and his Soviet counterpart, Vyacheslav 
Molotov, signed a non-aggression pact 
on August 23, 1939. 

A secret clause in this treaty— 
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negotiated by Hitler and Stalin per- 
sonally via telephone—stated that: 
“In the event of territorial-political 
reorganization of the districts making 
up the Polish Republic, the border of 
the spheres of interest of Germany 
and the USSR will run approximately 
along the Pisa, Narew, Vistula and 
San rivers.” 

Hitler believed that Britain and 
France would not, despite their pro- 
testations, actually go to war if Ger- 
many invaded Poland to retrieve lost 
German territory. As the famous his- 
torian A.J.P. Taylor pointed out: 


Hitler never intended a major 
war and at most was prepared for 
only a limited war against Poland. 
... German expenditure on arma- 
ments was actually cut down after 
Munich and remained on this lower 
level, so that British production of 
airplanes, for example, was way 
ahead of Germany by 1940. ... These 
numbers do not suggest that Ger- 
many had planned and prepared a 
great war that they started in 1939.4 


In this calculation, Hitler was, of 
course, wrong. Directly as a result of 
the Molotov-Ribbentrop pact, Britain 
and Poland signed a formal military 
alliance on August 25, 1939. On Au- 
gust 29, the British ambassador to 
Berlin, Sir Nevile Henderson, met 
with Hitler and was presented with a 
list of minimum conditions to settle 
the dispute, including the request for 
Danzig and its “corridor” to be returned 
to Germany. At the same time, Hitler 
also directly requested the Polish gov- 
ernment to send a senior representa- 
tive to Berlin to discuss these requests. 

At the urging of the British and 
the French, the Polish government 
refused to even respond to Hitler’s 
request for talks. The two Allied 
powers assured the Poles that they 
would come to their aid should Ger- 
many invade, and the situation became 
deadlocked. 

At 4:45 a.m. on September 1, 1939, 
the German army invaded. The French 
government issued an ultimatum to 
Germany on September 2, demanding 
an end to the invasion, and giving 
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the German government until 5 p.m. 
the following day to respond. 

The British government delivered 
a similar ultimatum to the German 
government on September 3, with an 
expiry time of 11:00 a.m. that day. At 
11:15 am., British Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain made a radio broadcast 
announcing that there had been no re- 
sponse to the ultimatum, and that, “as 
a consequence, this nation is at war 
with Germany.” France also declared 
war the same day, shortly after the ex- 
piry of the 5 p.m. deadline. 


USSR INVADES POLAND 


On September 17, the Soviet army 
invaded Poland from the east, and 
rapidly advanced through the already 
largely defeated Polish forces. Even

though the Soviet Union had precisely 
duplicated Nazi Germany’s behavior, 
there was no reaction at all from Bri- 
tain or France. 

In fact, the military alliance signed 
between Poland and Britain on August 
25 specifically limited the British ob- 
ligation to protect Poland from “ag- 
gression” from Germany and nowhere 
else. This minor legal issue aside, 
there has never been any publicly 
provided reason for the Allied powers 
to have engaged in such duplicity. 
Observers who have considered this 
question are forced to conclude that 
the real reason was that the powers- 
that-be sought war with Nazi Germany 
on ideological grounds and had no 
such opposition to the USSR and 
communist ideology. 

The practical effect of these be- 
hind-the-scenes machinations was 
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the start of World War IJ—and the 
unopposed occupation of eastern 
Poland by the USSR. By October 6, 
the Polish armies had been utterly 
defeated, and the campaign came to 
an official end the following day, even 
though Poland never formally sur- 
rendered. 

On October 8, after an initial period 
of military administration, Germany 
directly annexed the territories that 
had been part of Germany prior to 
1919 (including the city of Danzig). 
The Soviet Union incorporated eastern 
Poland into the Byelorussian and 
Ukrainian Soviet republics. The re- 
mainder of Poland was then organized 
under Polish civilian rule, directed 
by a German governor-general, and 
renamed as the General Government. 


FATE OF POLISH POWS 


About 200,000 Polish soldiers were 
taken prisoner by the Germans, and 
another 200,000 by the Russians. The 
Germans quickly released the vast 
majority of their prisoners of war 
back into the General Government, 
but the fate of the Poles captured by 
the Soviets came to be tied up with 
the events at Katyn. 

The Soviet Union began with an 
extensive project to Sovietize that 
portion of Poland under its control. 
To this end, captured Polish officers, 
police officers and other law enforce- 
ment officials—all regarded as the 
intelligentsia by the Soviets—were 
sent to concentration camps at Os- 
tashkov, Jukhnov, Kozelsk, Putivl, 
Starobelsk, Kozelshin, Yuzh and 
Oranki. There, they were repeatedly 
interviewed, and their views on a 
wide range of topics recorded. 

In addition, many of the prisoners 
who showed some sympathy for Com- 
munism were recruited to serve as 
informants within the camps (a fact 
noted in the German report, based 
on the discovery of Soviet documents 
and items recovered from certain 
bodies). The purpose of these inform- 
ants was, it would appear, to serve 
as a means of checking what the in- 
terviewed Polish intelligentsia were 
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saying back in their barracks, as op- 
posed to what they might be telling 
their questioners. 

Finally, through a system of clas- 
sification based on political reliability, 
those designated the least reliable 
were concentrated in three camps: 
Ostashkov, Kozelsk and Starobelsk. 

This process had taken several 
months and, by February 1940, the 
Soviet secret police—the People’s 
Commissariat of Internal Affairs 
(NKVD)—had compiled a list of 25,000 
mostly Polish origin “enemies” being 
held by that organization in camps in 
what was then (and still is now) the 
Ukraine and western Belarus. 


PLANS FOR MASS MURDER 


On March 5, 1940, NKVD chief 
Lavrentiy Beria sent a letter on official 
NKVD letterhead to Stalin (addressed 
to “Comrade Stalin”) in which he 
stated that the Polish prisoners of 
war kept at camps and prisons in 
western Belarus and Ukraine were 
implacable enemies of the Soviet 
Union. He then recommended that 
the only way to deal with them was 
execution. 

The letter—finally released from 
the Russian archives in 2010—con- 
tained a further dramatic revelation: 
The first page of the four-page letter 
shows, in his own handwriting, the 
word “Za” (“in favor”) scrawled by 
Stalin in person. 

Other senior Politburo members 
who also signed their approval with 
“Za” on the front page, under Stalin’s 
signature were: 

e Kliment Voroshilov, chairman 
of the Presidium of the Supreme So- 
viet, and nominal Soviet head of state 
from 1953 to 1960; 

e Anastas Mikoyan, minister of 
foreign trade (and later first deputy 
premier under Nikita Khrushchev); 

e Vyacheslav Molotov, chairman 
of the Council of People’s Commissars 
and minister of foreign affairs from 
1939 to 1949 and again from 1953 to 
1956; 

e Mikhail Kalinin, head of state of 
the Russian Soviet Federative Socialist 
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Republic and later head of state of 
the USSR itself. (The former East 
Prussian city of Königsberg was re- 
named Kaliningrad in his honor, a 
name by which it is still known. ); and 

e Lazar Kaganovich, people’s com- 
missar for railways, heavy industry, 
and the oil industry, but best known 
for organizing the collectivization 
policies which caused the Ukrainian 
famine known as the Holodomor in 
which millions died. After World War 
II, Kaganovich became deputy head 
of the Soviet government. 

All of these senior figures were 
therefore informed beforehand and 
actively endorsed the mass murders 
at Katyn. 

The four-page letter is worth trans- 
lating in full: 


March 5, 1940 

Top Secret 

Central Committee of the 
All-Union Communist Party 
To: Comrade Stalin 

In the USSR NKVD prisoner 
of war camps of the western re- 
gions of Ukraine and Belorussia, 
there are at present a large number 
of former officers of the Polish 
army, former workers in the Polish 
police and intelligence organs, 
members of Polish nationalist 
c° parties, participants in exposed 
c-r insurgent organizations, refu- 
gees and others. They are all 
sworn enemies of Soviet power, 
filled with hatred for the Soviet 
system of government. 

Prisoner of war officers and 
police in the camps are attempting 
to continue their c-r work and 
are conducting anti-Soviet agita- 
tion. Each one of them is just 
waiting to be released in order to 
be able to enter actively into the 
battle against Soviet power. 

The NKVD organs in the west- 
ern oblasts’ of Ukraine and Belo- 
russia have exposed several c-r 
insurgent organizations. In all 
these c-r organizations, an active 
guiding role is played by former 
officers of the former Polish army 
and former police and gendarmes.

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state border, a significant number 
of individuals who are participants 
in c-r espionage and insurgent or- 
ganizations have also been un- 
covered. 

The prisoner of war camps 
are holding a total (not counting 
the soldiers and the NCOs) of 
14,736 former officers, officials, 
landowners, police, gendarmes, 
prison guards, settlers,’ and intel- 
ligence agents, who are more than 
97% Polish by nationality. 

Among them are: 

e Generals, colonels and lieu- 
tenant colonels—295 

e Majors and captains—2,080 

e Lieutenants, 2nd lieutenants 
and ensigns—6,049 

e Police officers, junior officers,

ganizations, former landowners, 
manufacturers, former Polish of- 
ficers, officials, and refugees, 
using the special procedure, apply 
to them the supreme punishment, 
shooting. 

II. Examine cases without cal- 
ling in the arrested men and with- 
out presenting the charges, the 
decisions about the end of the in- 
vestigation or the documents of 
indictment, according to the fol- 
lowing procedure: 

e Against individuals in the 
prisoner of war camps on the 
basis of information presented by 
the USSR NKVD UPV 

e Against individuals who have 
been arrested on the basis of in- 
formation from files presented by 
the USSR NKVD and the BSSR 
NKVD 

HI. Assign the examination of 
cases and the carrying out of deci- 
sions to a troika consisting of 
Comrades Beria, Merkulov, Ko- 
bulov and Bashtakov.

In accordance with this order, 
sanctioned at the very highest levels 
of the Soviet Union, the killings started 
in earnest on April 3, 1940, and con- 
tinued until May 1940. Executing the 
large number of prisoners took careful 
planning, but the NKVD was well 
versed in the procedure. 

As revealed in the German report, 
the Katyn Forest had been used as a 
communist execution spot from the 
time of the 1917 Revolution, and the 
first and oldest mass graves on the 
site were of dissident Russians ex- 
ecuted by the NKVD and its prede- 
cessors. 

In all of the cases, the method of 
execution was the same. Prisoners 
invariably had their hands bound be- 
hind their backs before being shot 
once in the back of the head. Other 
prisoners had garments placed over 
their heads, and a noose-type rope 
placed around their necks. This noose 
was then connected to their bound 
hands, meaning that, if they struggled 
at all, they would effectively strangle 
themselves. The immobilized prisoners 
would then have been held by the 
arms on both sides by two NKVD 
men, while a third—the most practiced 
of all—fired the execution shot. De- 
pending upon the place of execution, 
the body was either thrown directly 
into a pit or put on a truck and trans- 
ported to the pits for burial. 


DETAILS EMERGE AFTER 1990 


The details of the executions were 
only revealed after the fall of the 
Soviet Union in 1990, when the top- 
secret records and archives were fi- 
nally opened. In that year, under the 
influence of “glasnost” and the soon- 
to-be disbanded Soviet Union’s last 
government, the USSR’s last Chief 
Prosecutor’s Office finally ordered 
an investigation into the Katyn mas- 
sacre.’ 

The newly post-communist Polish 
Institute of National Remembrance 
launched its own investigation into 
Katyn. By October 1990, a special 
commission appointed by Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin presented Pol- 
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ish President Lech Walesa with a bun- 
dle of documents found in the old 
Soviet archives—one of which was 
the NKVD letter mentioned above. 

Other documents revealed that 
the executioners and other partici- 
pants had provided statements of 
their work to the NKVD for internal 
control purposes, and a summary of 
these statements finally appeared in 
the May 2020 issue of The Warsaw 
Institute Review, the official journal 
of the Polish NGO think tank, the 
Warsaw Institute. 

In that report, drawn up after a 
thorough review of all the available 
documentation supplied from the 
NKVD archives, a fuller picture of 
the mechanics of the mass murder 
finally emerged. 

The Polish prisoners from Kozielsk 
were transported by trains to Smo- 
lensk, from Starobielsk to Kharkiv, 
and from Ostashkov to Kalinin (now 
Tver). Those Polish prisoners in west- 
ern Belarus were transported to 
prisons in Kiev, Kharkiv, Minsk and 
Kherson.?° 

By now, the NKVD had drawn up 
its lists of those who would be executed 
based on the extensive interviews al- 
ready carried out with the prisoners. 


SHOOTINGS IN CELLARS 


According to the NKVD records, 
the executions were carried out in 
three places: 6,314 prisoners from 
the Ostashkov camp (the police of- 
ficers) were murdered in the NKVD 
building in Kalinin and buried in 
Mednoye, 18 miles away. The shoot- 
ings took place after dark, with around 
250 men killed each night.” 

The prisoners were brought to the 
building's cellar, where their identities 
were checked. Once their hands were 
bound behind their backs, they would 
be executed with a single shot to the 
back of the head. A Nagant revolver” 
was initially used to carry out the ex- 
ecutions, but soon the executioners 
began using a German Walther 7.65. 
The ammunition used was later 
traced—as discussed in the German 
report—to batches sold to Poland 
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The National Socialist government was well aware of the brutality 
of the Soviet regime, particularly its intelligence, partisan and se- 
cret police organizations, such as the NKVD. The above propa- 
ganda poster, released in 1943 by the Germans, depicts two crazed 
Soviet NKVD operatives on the verge of executing a Polish officer, 
with a dead officer at their feet, murdered in typical fashion with a 
gunshot to the back of the head. The NKVD executed nearly 22,000 
Polish officers and officials in the months of April and May 1940 in 
one of the most horrific mass murder operations in history. NKVD 
leaders, including its chief, Lavrentiy Beria, advised that any Polish 
POW deemed to be hostile to the Soviet occupation should be ex- 
ecuted in a systematic campaign to eliminate any opposition to 
communist rule in Poland and other parts of Eastern Europe. 


and the USSR in the late 1920s and 
early 1930s. The Walther pistols used 
as execution weapons were never 
found, but would most likely have 
been acquired in the same manner 
as the ammunition. 

A description of the killing of the 
inmates from Ostashkov was provided 
by, among others, the head of the 
board of the district NKVD in the 
Kalinin/Tver region in 1940, Maj. Dmi- 
try Stepanovich Tokarev. When ques- 
tioned, Tokarev said: 


After a few minutes, Blokhin'* 
put on his special clothing: a brown 
leather cap, a long leather brown 
apron, brown leather gloves with 
cuffs above the elbows. It made a 
huge impression on me—I saw the 
executioner! The charges were not 
read to the convicts. After being 
dragged to the cell, the victim was 
immediately killed by a shot in the 
back of the head.© 


The 3,739 prisoners from the Sta- 
robelsk camp were murdered in the 
basement of the NKVD’s headquarters 
in Kharkiv and were subsequently 
buried in a forest near Piatykhatky. 
These graves were only found later, 
long after the discovery of the graves 
in the Katyn Forest." 

The shootings ended at dawn and, 
in the morning, the corpses were 
transported by trucks to the forested 
area where they were buried. Later, 
work crews were brought in with or- 
ders to plant trees and vegetation 
over the burial sites. 


OPEN-AIR SHOOTINGS 


No documentation or witnesses 
were found in the NKVD file con- 
cerning the executions in Katyn. Draw- 
ing upon the evidence provided at 
the other scenes, it is, however, likely 
that a similar procedure was fol- 
lowed—except that, in Katyn’s case, 
it seems that most of the executions 
were carried out at the burial site, 
and not elsewhere. 

What is known is that before the 
victims were sent to the execution 
site, they were directed to a NKVD 
villa, mentioned in the German report. 
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It is possible that cellar-executions 
were carried out at the villa, but there 
is no conclusive evidence for this. 
The NKVD villa was destroyed by 
the Germans once the excavated 
bodies had been reburied. 


TOTAL NUMBER OF VICTIMS 


The total number of victims ex- 
ecuted in all these massacres appears 
to have been around 22,000. One doc- 
ument released to the Poles in 1990 
was a note by the then-head of the 
KGB Alexander Shelepin to Nikita 
Khrushchev, dated March 3, 1959, in 
which it was said that a total of 21,857 
Polish prisoners had been shot dead.” 
There is no reason to question this 
number.

It is one of the great ironies of the 
Katyn massacre that the victims also 
included, at the very least, several 
dozen—if not a few hundred—Polish 
Jews. This fact was noted upon by 
the Germans in their report and is 
obvious from the list of names con- 
tained in that document, where a 
handful of the identified bodies have 
obviously Jewish names. 


GERMANS BLAMED, EXECUTED 


From the very beginning, right up 
to 1990, the Soviet Union insisted that 
the Germans were to blame for the 
massacre. This was, of course, a cold 
and calculated lie, but it served the 
Soviet Union’s purposes and, in the 
wave of the hysterical and obviously 
exaggerated propaganda which has 
subsequently engulfed Nazi Germany 
as the epitome of “mass murder,” the 
claim was readily believed. 
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In Poland, however, the Poles 
never quite accepted it. In the spring 
of 1945, even the communist-con- 
trolled “provisional government of 
Poland” launched its own inquiry. 
This was quickly shut down in 1946 
when Roman Rudenko, the chief pros- 
ecutor for the USSR at the Nuremberg 
Trials, formally filed a case against 
the Nazi leadership for the murder 
of the Polish officers at Katyn. The 
attempt to bring Germans to trial at 
Nuremberg failed when the British 
and Americans refused to support 
Rudenko’s efforts. This refusal showed 
clearly that the British and Americans 
both knew—or, at the very least, 
strongly suspected—that the Soviets 
had committed the mass murders. 

This shows, without any shadow 
of a doubt, that the British and Amer- 
icans were quite prepared to overlook 
obvious Soviet crimes against hu- 
manity in their quest to see Germans 
punished. This moral and legal cor- 
ruption serves as an indictment upon 
the entire Nuremberg process. It was 
amockery of justice in which mass- 
murdering criminals served as the 
jury, judge and prosecutor, accusing 
others of the very crimes they had 
committed—and using the most atro- 
cious bare-faced lies as “evidence.” 

In fact, the Soviets had already 
prosecuted Germans for the Katyn 
massacre. On December 30, 1945, the 
Reuters news agency reported that: 


[A German officer] in a group 
facing trial in Leningrad for “night- 
mare deeds” has admitted Nazi guilt 
for the massacre of Katyn, in the 
Smolensk region, where mass 
graves of about 10,000 persons were 
found, a Tass dispatch said. ... The 
officer, Duere, describing in detail 
how Russian women, children and 
old men were murdered by retreat- 
ing German troops, said that, in 
the Katyn Forest, 15,000 to 20,000 
persons, including Polish officers 
and Jews, were shot and buried. 


The reburial and memorial sites 
erected by the Germans and the Polish 
Red Cross in Katyn in 1943 were torn 
down and replaced by memorials 
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blaming the Nazis. All Iron Curtain 
schools were taught the official history 
that the Germans were to blame. Dis- 
senters were silenced, and at least 
one of the doctors from the inter- 
national medical team (Dr. Markov 
from Bulgaria) was forced to recant 
his earlier evidence after being threat- 
ened with charges of being an “ac- 
cessory to Nazi mass murder.” 


CIA KNEW WHO DID IT 


In 1951, a U.S. congressional com- 
mittee held a formal investigation 
into the Katyn issue. The committee’s 
conclusion was that the Soviets were 
responsible and recommended that 
the USSR be held accountable. Noth- 
ing happened to this recommendation 
and the story was largely buried by 
the media. 

The establishment’s version of 
events—that the Germans had been 
responsible—was still largely ac- 
cepted and propagated, precisely be- 
cause it was known and understood 
that it affected the credibility of the 
entire Nuremberg legal process. Ho- 
wever, behind the scenes, it was be- 
coming increasingly clear as to whom 
was responsible. The CIA, for exam- 
ple, knew that the Soviets were re- 
sponsible. Their official journal, 
Studies in Intelligence, which still 
to this day contains classified and 
unclassified articles, published a re- 
port in the spring 1981 edition titled 
“The Katyn Enigma: New Evidence 
in a 40-Year Riddle.” 

This article, written by an analyst 
from the CIA's National Photographic 
Interpretation Center (NPIC), Robert 
G. Poirier, looked for the first time at 
captured German air reconnaissance 
photographs of the Katyn woods. In 
the archives, Poirier found that the 
Germans had flown 17 photographic 
sorties over the site between July 9, 
1941 and June 10, 1944. 

The most striking conclusion con- 
tained in the report was the revelation 
that the vegetation and terrain in the 
Katyn Forest displayed changes that 
predated the German arrival. In other 
words, the aerial photographic ev- 
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idence showed that digging and terrain 
changes had happened before the 
Germans arrived, and that the only 
German excavations in the area had 
occurred after the graves were un- 
covered. This irrefutably disproved 
any claim that the Nazis were re- 
sponsible for the massacres. 

“The first German aerial photo- 
graphs of Katyn were taken on July 
9, 1941, slightly more than two weeks 
after Operation Barbarossa, the Wehr- 
macht attack on Russia, began,” Poi- 
rier wrote. He continued: 


Smolensk was the primary tar- 
get; Katyn, though identifiable, is 
imaged on an extreme oblique 
photo of poor scale and marginal 
quality. As far as can be determined, 
however, there are no noticeable 
differences between Katyn on July 
9, 1941 and September 2, 1942. 

The imagery taken on Sep- 
tember 2, 1942 permits a detailed 
examination of the site and its 
surroundings. The most striking 
features on the imagery are the 
growth differences in vegetation 
over the location of the reported 
mass graves and the nearby 
woods—anomalies which appear 
to result from extensive ground 
disruption and a natural or inten- 
tional renewal of vegetation. The 
growth over the suspected grave 
sites was neither as tall nor as 
dense as in the woods. The pres- 
ence of a building complex, re- 
ferred to in written sources as 
the dacha, is verifiable. 


Furthermore, Poirier discovered, 
when the Red Army retook the area 
from the Germans in September 1943, 
they immediately launched a major 
effort to obliterate evidence at the 
scene—all captured by the aerial re- 
connaissance photographs. Mechan- 
ical earthmoving equipment was 
brought in, the area plowed up and 
bodies removed. 

Poirier said in his report: 


The obvious search for new 
graves, when combined with back- 
filling of the grave sites found earlier 
by the Germans and the security 
measures in place on June 10, 1944—

A German news agency in April, 
1943, asserted German troops had 
discovered the Katyn graves and 
blamed the Russians for the 
atrocity. The Polish Cabinet in 
London announced four days later 
that the International Red Cross 
had been asked to send a delega- 
tion to investigate on the spot. On

The explosive nature of the rev- 
elations resulted in Poirier’s article 
being put into the “classified” section 
of the Studies in Intelligence journal. 
The article was only finally declassi- 
fied in 1990, and made publicly avail- 
able, along with some—but not all— 
of the aerial photographs.'® 

Within two years, the CIA report 
and copies of the aerial photographs 
found their way to Poland. Armed 
with the evidence, Stefan Sniezko, 
Poland’s deputy general prosecutor, 
made a presentation to the media in 
May 1991, and the world learned then, 
for the first time, of the existence of 
aerial photographs proving the Ger- 
man version of events at Katyn. 
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POST-1990 DEVELOPMENTS 


It was the publication of the Poirier 
report that finally opened the flood- 
gates. The Soviet Union’s last leader, 
Mikhail Gorbachev, was forced to 
publicly admit that the NKVD had 
been responsible for the mass murders. 
He ordered that, for the first time 
since the war, further on-site investi- 
gations be conducted at Katyn. 

Exhumations carried out from 
1991 to 1995 found mass graves of 
prisoners from the Starobielsk camp 
in Piatichatki, and from the Ostashkov 
camp in Mednoye. More Polish graves 
were found outside Kiev. 

In 2011, excavations in that region 
found the identified remains of many 
other victims who had not been buried 
in Katyn, but who had been held at 
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the Katyn feeder camps. 

In June 2000, the first proper and 
factually accurate modern memorial 
to the Polish citizens murdered and 
then buried in mass graves in Katyn 
was opened in Kharkiv-Piatichatki. 
That same year, new memorials were 
built at Katyn and Mednoye and, in 
2012, amemorial and cemetery were 
opened in Kiev. Since then, memorials 
have popped up in additional nations. 

Other documentation released re- 
vealed that, in March 1959, the head 
of the KGB recommended to Nikita 
Khrushchev that all records of the 
mass murders of the Polish prisoners 
be destroyed on the grounds that they 
had “no operational or historical value.” 
It is still unknown if any documentation 
was destroyed, and if that which sur- 
vived is only what was missed.

TRAGEDY AND MEANING 


The tragedy of Katyn unfolds on 
multiple levels: First and foremostly, 
the horror of the victims and their 
families must have been beyond imag- 
ination. As detailed in the German 
report, many of the victims had bay- 
onet stab wounds at the Katyn site, 
indicating that they must have seen 
what was happening and had to be 
tortured to step to the very edge of 
the execution pit. To have looked 
down upon the bodies of one’s com- 
rades, thrown into an earth pit like 
animal carcasses, must have been a 
harrowing last sight. 

Then the torture to which the fam- 
ilies were subjected, not knowing 
what had happened to their loved 
ones for years, holding on to false 
hopes and the lies strung out by the 
Soviet Union, must have been psy- 
chological torture. The German dis- 
covery of the graves must have pro- 
vided little succor. Given the nature 
of the war, it is entirely possible that 
many families would not have believed 
the Germans, dismissing it perhaps 
as propaganda. 

Added to this was the reality that 
the Germans only excavated a small 
portion of the Katyn site, and never 
even knew of the other mass shootings, 
a fact that meant that only a handful 
of the victims were ever named in 
their report. This meant that well over 
17,000 victims were unnamed, once 
again most likely providing false hope 
to the families who would have dili- 
gently checked the list of names pro- 
vided in the German report. 

Even then, the psychological tor- 
ture would not have ended, as the 
communists took control of Eastern 
Europe at the end of the war. The of- 
ficial communist line was that all the 
Polish prisoners had been murdered 
by the Germans, and anyone who 
dissented faced imprisonment or 
worse themselves. 

The personal cost of the tragedy 
cannot therefore really be measured. 

The political cost in historical 
terms has been equally immense. 
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After launching Operation Barbarossa, the German military quickly 
captured Soviet-held territory, including major sections of Soviet- 
occupied Poland, Belorussia and Ukraine, where thousands of Pol- 
ish POWs were imprisoned and executed by the NKVD. In the 
spring of 1943, German troops discovered mass graves in the Katyn 
Forest, resulting in the establishment of an internationally staffed 
medical commission organized by the German government to ex- 
cavate and investigate the graves, shown in the above photograph. 
It was determined that the mass murders occurred in 1940, well 
before the Germans had control of the territory, and, thus, the 
crime could only have been committed by the Soviet Union. When 
the Soviets re-captured the territory in the fall of 1943, they set up 
their own commission. It blamed the murders on the Germans. 
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The German exposure of this mass 
murder was the primary reason why 
the Soviet Union launched the “mass 
murder of Jews” revenge allegations 
against the Nazis, a propaganda tool 
that only first reached international 
prominence after the seizure of the 
Majdanek concentration camp in east- 
ern Poland by the Soviet army in late 
1944. 

The Katyn massacre, or rather its 
exposure by the Germans, was, there- 
fore, a decisive motivation for the 
origin of the USSR’s desire for revenge 
and the subsequent manufacture of 
atrocity propaganda against Germany. 

That propaganda effort started by 
the communist juggernaut has since 
become so successful that it now 
dominates any establishment discus- 
sion of World War II or National So- 
cialist Germany. That, in itself, re- 
iterates the importance of making 
new generations aware of the events 
at Katyn, of the true mass-murdering 
nature of the Soviet Union—and the 
motivations of those who started the 
smear campaign against National So- 
cialist Germany. < 


ENDNOTES: 

1 It was claimed, after the war, that the 
Gleiwitz radio attack incident was a Nazi 
“false-flag” operation designed to justify the 
German attack of the next day. The evidence 
for this claim is a single statement made by 
an SS officer, Alfred Naujocks, at the legally 
flawed Nuremberg Trials in 1946. Even though 
there is no other evidence apart from Nau- 
jocks’s single statement, establishment his- 
torians have taken Naujocks’s claim as the 
literal truth for decades, and the Gleiwitz 
“false-flag” theory has firmly taken root in 
the anti-Nazi liturgy. It was only in 2009 that 
German-British historian Jak P. Mallmann 
Showell finally revealed that Naujocks’s 
claims were a fabrication designed in a plea- 
bargain with the Allied prosecutors to avoid 
a personal prison sentence. Naujocks had, 
in fact, deserted to the Allies in 1944 and, as 
a senior SS man, faced possible prosecution 
as a war criminal. In exchange for his “ev- 
idence,” he walked away from Nuremberg a 
free man. Showell also revealed that the 
attack on the Gleiwitz tower had in fact been 
carried out by Polish special forces as part 
of an attempt to seize a German Enigma 
code machine.

Beginning in the 1920s, Julius 
Streicher published a small weekly 
German newspaper called Der 
Stürmer. Its mission was straight- 
forward: to warn the German 
people about the threats posed 
by foreign and domestic Jews. 
Streicher was convinced the 
dangers were very real, and his 
articles gave a blunt and direct 
account of them. A key feature 
of Der Stiirmer was its political 
cartoons. The cover of every 
issue, and several interior pages, displayed cartoons depicting 
various alleged Jewish dangers, in a most striking and graphic 
form. The lead cartoonist was a man named Philipp “Fips” 
Rupprecht. His cartoons became the signature feature of the 
newspaper, and grew to represent the broader German struggle 
against Jewry. With the demise of National Socialist Germany, 
Der Stiirmer and Fips’s cartoons were largely buried and 
forgotten. The victorious nations certainly did not want old 
Nazi images floating around, raising difficult questions about 
why the Nazis were so critical of Jews.

Why Hitler Invaded Poland 


... from Neutral Sources 


Polish brutality and English machinations were prime factors 
that led to Nazi Germany’s invasion of Poland in 1939

ost historians state that 
Germany’s invasion of Po- 
land was an unprovoked 
act of aggression designed 
to create Lebensraum, living space 
for the growing German nation, and 
eventually take control of all of Eu- 
rope. According to conventional his- 
torians, Adolf Hitler hated the Polish 
people and wanted to destroy them 
as his first step on the road to world 
conquest.! 
British historian Andrew Roberts, 
for example, writes: 


The Polish Corridor, which had 
been intended by the framers of 
the Versailles Treaty of 1919 to cut 
off East Prussia from the rest of 
Germany, had long been presented 
as a casus belli by the Nazis, as 
had the ethnically German Baltic 
port of Danzig, but, as Hitler had 
told a conference of generals in 
May 1939, “Danzig is not the real 
issue. The real point is for us to 
open up our Lebensraum to the 
east and ensure our supplies of 
foodstuffs.”? 


British historian Richard J. Evans 
writes: 
In 1934, when Hitler had con- 


cluded a 10-year non-aggression 
pact with the Poles, it had seemed

possible that Poland might become 
a satellite state in a future European 
order dominated by Germany. But, 
by 1939, it had become a serious 
obstacle to the eastward expansion 
of the Third Reich. It therefore 
had to be wiped from the map, 
and ruthlessly exploited to finance 
preparations for the coming war 
in the west.’ 


This article uses non-German 
sources to document that, contrary 
to what most historians claim, Ger- 
many’s invasion of Poland was pro- 
voked by the Polish government’s 
acts of violence against its ethnic 
German minority. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


Polish Foreign Minister Józef 
Beck accepted an offer from Great 
Britain on March 30, 1939, that gave 
an unconditional unilateral guarantee 
of Poland’s independence. The British 
Empire agreed to go to war as an 
ally of Poland if the Poles decided 
that war was necessary. In words 
drafted by British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Halifax, Neville Chamberlain 
spoke in the House of Commons on 
March 31, 1939, declaring: 


I now have to inform the 
House... that, in the event of any 
action which clearly threatened 
Polish independence and which 
the Polish government accordingly 
considered it vital to resist with 
their national forces, His Majesty's 
government would feel themselves 
bound at once to lend the Polish 
government all support in their 
power. They have given the Polish 
government an assurance to that 
effect.* 


Great Britain’s unprecedented 
“blank check” to Poland led to 
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German Wounded To Gleiwitz 


Headlines in Western newspapers, including this headline published by The Baltimore Sun announcing the German 
invasion of Poland, often left out key details explaining the background and circumstances leading up to Hitler’s 
decision to attack Poland. Following WWI and the implementation of the Treaty of Versailles, Poland controlled key 
historic German territories, including the strategic German port city of Danzig as well as West Prussia, among 
others. Additionally, ethnic Germans living in Poland were regularly mistreated, abused and discriminated against. 


increasing violence against the German 
minority in Poland. The book Polish 
Acts of Atrocity Against the German 
Minority in Poland answers the ques- 
tion why the Polish government al- 
lowed such atrocities to happen: 


The guarantee of assistance 
given Poland by the British gov- 
ernment was the agent which lent 
impetus to Britain’s policy of en- 
circlement. It was designed to ex- 
ploit the problem of Danzig and 
the Corridor to begin a war, desired 
and long-prepared by England, for 
the annihilation of Greater Ger- 
many. In Warsaw, moderation was 
no longer considered necessary, 
and the opinion held was that 
matters could be safely brought 


to a head. England was backing 
this diabolical game, having guar- 
anteed the “integrity” of the Polish 
state. The British assurance of as- 
sistance meant that Poland was to 
be the battering ram of Germany’s 
enemies. Henceforth, Poland neg- 
lected no form of provocation of 
Germany and, in its blindness, 
dreamed of “victorious battle at 
Berlin’s gates.” Had it not been for 
the encouragement of the English 
war clique, which was stiffening 
Poland's attitude toward the Reich 
and whose promises led Warsaw 
to feel safe, the Polish government 
would hardly have let matters de- 
velop to the point where Polish 
soldiers and civilians would even- 
tually interpret the slogan to ex- 


tirpate all German influence as an 
incitement to the murder and bes- 
tial mutilation of human beings." 


Most of the outside world dis- 
missed this book as nothing more 
than Nazi propaganda used to justify 
Hitler’s invasion of Poland. However, 
as we will see in this article, the vio- 
lence against Poland’s ethnic Ger- 
mans that led to Hitler’s invasion of 
Poland has been well-documented 
by numerous non-German sources. 


AMERICAN SOURCES 


American historian David Hoggan 
wrote that German-Polish relations 
became strained by the increasing 
harshness with which the Polish 
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authorities handled its German mi 
nority. More than 1 million ethnic 
Germans resided in Poland, and these 
Germans were the principal victims 
of the German-Polish crisis in the 
coming weeks. The Germans in Po- 
land were subjected to increasing 
doses of violence from the dominant 
Poles. Ultimately, many thousands 
of Germans in Poland paid for this 
crisis with their lives. They were 
among the first victims of Britain’s 
war policy against Germany.® 

On August 14, 1939, the Polish 
authorities in East Upper Silesia 
launched a campaign of mass arrests 
against the German minority. The 
Poles then proceeded to close and 
confiscate the remaining German 
businesses, clubs and welfare instal- 
lations. The arrested Germans were 
forced to march toward the interior 
of Poland in prisoner columns. The 
various German groups in Poland 
were frantic by this time, and they 
feared that the Poles would attempt 
the total extermination of the German 
minority in the event of war. Thou- 
sands of Germans were seeking to 
escape arrest by crossing the border 
into Germany. Some of the worst 
Polish atrocities included the muti- 
lation of several Germans, even 
though the Poles were warned not 
to regard their German minority as 
helpless hostages who could be 
butchered with impunity.’ 

William Lindsay White, an Amer- 
ican journalist, recalled that there 
was no doubt among well-informed 
people that, by August 1939, horrible 
atrocities were being inflicted every 
day on the ethnic German minority 
of Poland. White said that a letter 
from the Polish government claiming 
that no persecution of the Germans 
in Poland was taking place had about 
as much validity as the civil liberties 
guaranteed by the 1936 constitution 
of the Soviet Union.® 

Donald Day, a well-known Chicago 
Tribune correspondent, reported on 
the atrocious treatment the Poles 
had meted out to the ethnic Germans 
in Poland: 
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I traveled up to the Polish Cor- 
ridor where the German authorities 
permitted me to interview the Ger- 
man refugees from many Polish 
cities and towns. The story was 
the same. Mass arrests and long 
marches along roads toward the 
interior of Poland. The railroads 
were crowded with troop move- 
ments. Those who fell by the way- 
side were shot. The Polish au- 
thorities seemed to have gone mad. 

Ihave been questioning people 
all my life, and I think I know how 
to make deductions from the ex- 
aggerated stories told by people 
who have passed through harrow- 
ing personal experiences. But, even 
with generous allowance, the si- 
tuation was plenty bad. To me, the 
war seemed only a question of 
hours.” 


Those who fell by 
the wayside were 
shot. The Polish 
authorities seemed 
to have gone mad. 


Hoggan argued that the leaders 
of the German minority in Poland 
repeatedly appealed to the Polish 
government for mercy during this 
period, but to no avail. More than 
80,000 German refugees had been 
forced to leave Poland by August 
20, 1939, and virtually all other ethnic 
Germans in Poland were clamoring 
to leave to escape Polish atrocities. 

British Ambassador Nevile Hen- 
derson in Berlin was concentrating 
on obtaining recognition from Halifax 
of the cruel fate of the German mi- 
nority in Poland. Henderson emphat- 
ically warned Halifax on August 24, 
1939 that German complaints about 
the treatment of the German minority 
in Poland were fully supported by 
the facts. Henderson knew that the 
Germans were prepared to negotiate, 
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and he stated to Halifax that war be- 
tween Poland and Germany was in- 
evitable unless negotiations were re- 
sumed between the two countries. 
Henderson pleaded with Halifax that 
it would be contrary to Polish inter- 
ests to attempt a full military occu- 
pation of Danzig, and he added a 
scathingly effective denunciation of 
Polish policy. 

What Henderson failed to realize 
is that Halifax was pursuing war for 
its own sake as an instrument of 
policy. Halifax desired the complete 
destruction of Germany." 

On August 25, 1939, Ambassador 
Henderson reported to Halifax the 
latest Polish atrocity at Bielitz, Upper 
Silesia. Henderson never relied on 
official German statements concern- 
ing these incidents, but instead based 
his reports on information he had 
received from neutral sources. The 
Poles continued to forcibly deport 
the Germans of that area and com- 
pelled them to march into the interior 
of Poland. Eight Germans were mur- 
dered and many more were injured 
during one of these actions. Hen- 
derson deplored the failure of the 
British government to exercise re- 
straint over the Polish authorities.” 

Hoggan wrote that Hitler was 
faced with a terrible dilemma. If 
Hitler did nothing, the Germans of 
Poland and Danzig would be aban- 
doned to the cruelty and violence of 
a hostile Poland. If Hitler took of- 
fensive action against the Poles, the 
British and French might declare 
war against Germany. Henderson 
feared that the Bielitz atrocity would 
be the final straw to prompt Hitler 
to invade Poland. 

Henderson, who strongly desired 
peace with Germany, continued to 
implore the British government to 
convince the Polish authorities to 
stop the violence but to no avail. 

Hitler invaded Poland to end the 
atrocities against the German mi- 
nority in Poland. American Revision- 
ist historian Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes 
agreed with Hoggan’s analysis. Barnes 
wrote: 
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April 25, 1919: Tens of thousands of ethnic Germans gather in Danzig—an old Germanic city—in protest 
after machinations at the Paris Peace Conference turned them overnight into citizens of Poland. 


The primary responsibility for 
the outbreak of the German-Polish 
War was that of Poland and Britain, 
while for the transformation of the 
German-Polish conflict into a Eu- 
ropean War, Britain, guided by 
Halifax, was almost exclusively re- 
sponsible. 


Barnes further stated: 


It has now been irrefutably es- 
tablished on a documentary basis 
that Hitler was no more responsible 
for war in 1939 than the Kaiser 
was in 1914, if indeed as responsi- 
ble. ... Hitler’s responsibility in 
1939 was far less than that of Beck 
in Poland, Halifax in England or 
even Daladier in France. 


OTHER SOURCES 


Dutch historian Louis de Jong 
wrote that, on March 25, 1939, win- 
dows were smashed in the houses 
of many ethnic Germans in Posen 


and Krakow, and in those of the Ger- 
man embassy in Warsaw. German 
agricultural cooperatives in Poland 
were later dissolved and many Ger- 
man schools were closed, while eth- 
nic Germans who were active in the 
cultural sphere were taken into cus- 
tody. Around the middle of May 1939, 
in one small town where 3,000 ethnic 
Germans lived, many household ef- 
fects in homes and shops were 
smashed to bits. The remaining Ger- 
man clubs were closed in the middle 
of June.!® 

De Jong wrote that, by mid-August 
1939, the Poles proceeded to arrest 
hundreds of ethnic Germans. German 
printing shops and trade union offices 
were closed, and numerous house- 
to-house searches took place. Eight 
ethnic Germans who had been ar- 
rested in Upper Silesia were shot to 
death on August 24 during their trans- 


port to an internment camp." 

On August 7, 1939, the Polish 
censors permitted the newspaper 
Ilustrowany Kuryer Codzienny in 
Krakow to feature an article of un- 
precedented recklessness. The article 
stated that Polish units were con- 
stantly crossing the German frontier 
to destroy German military installa- 
tions, and to carry confiscated Ger- 
man military equipment into Poland. 
The Polish government allowed this 
newspaper, with one of the largest 
circulations in Poland, to tell the 
world that Poland was instigating a 
series of violations of her frontier 
with Germany.! The Polish news- 
paper Kurier Polski also declared 
in banner headlines that “Germany 
Must Be Destroyed!,” while negotia- 
tions with Hitler were still in progress 
during August 1939.1 

Polish Ambassador to America 
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Jerzy Potocki unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to persuade Polish Foreign 
Minister Jozef Beck to seek an agree- 
ment with Germany. Potocki later 
succinctly explained the situation in 
Poland by stating “Poland prefers 
Danzig to peace.” Polish armed 
forces Commander-in-Chief Edward 
Rydz-Smigly also declared, “Poland 
wants war with Germany, and Ger- 
many will not be able to avoid it, 
even if she wants to.””! 

British Royal Navy Capt. Russell 
Grenfell was highly critical of Britain’s 
unilateral and unconditional guarantee 
of Poland’s independence. He said 
that, in general, special territorial 
guarantees were a means by which a 
great power could turn its challengers 
into world criminals. Grenfell wrote: 


This would have worked out 
very awkwardly for Britain in the 
days when she was the challenging 
power; as, for example, against 
Spain in the 16th century, Holland 
in the 17th, and Spain and France 
in the 18th.” 


Grenfell was also critical of Bri- 
tain’s guarantee of Poland’s inde- 
pendence because a guarantee is 
itself a challenge. He wrote that a 
guarantee “publicly dares a rival to 
ignore the guarantee and take the 
consequences; after which it is hardly 
possible for that rival to endeavor 
to seek a peaceful solution of its 
dispute with the guaranteed country 
without appearing to be submitting 
to blackmail.” Grenfell said that a 
guarantee may therefore act as an 
incitement to the very major conflict 
which it is presumably meant to pre- 
vent.” This is exactly what happened 
in the case of Britain’s guarantee of 
Poland’s independence. 


AFTERMATH OF INVASION 


The Germans in Poland continued 
to experience an atmosphere of terror 
in the early part of September 1939. 
Throughout the country, the Germans 
had been told, “If war comes to Poland, 
you will all be hanged.” This prophecy 
was later fulfilled in many cases.“ 

The famous Bloody Sunday inci- 
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dent in Bromberg on September 3, 
1939, was accompanied by similar 
massacres elsewhere in Poland. 
These massacres brought a tragic 
end to the long suffering of many 
ethnic Germans. This catastrophe 
had been anticipated by the Germans 
before the outbreak of war, as re- 
flected by the flight, or attempted 
escape, of large numbers of Germans 
from Poland. The feelings of these 
Germans were revealed by the des- 
perate slogan, “Away from this hell, 
and back to the Reich!”” 

Jewish-American historian Dr. 
Alfred-Maurice de Zayas writes con- 
cerning the ethnic Germans in Po- 
land: 


The first victims 
of the war were 
Volksdeutsche, 
ethnic German 
civilians. 
SS Saaz 


The first victims of the war 
were Volksdeutsche, ethnic German 
civilians, resident in and citizens 
of Poland. Using lists prepared 
years earlier, in part by lower ad- 
ministrative offices, Poland imme- 
diately deported 15,000 Germans 
to eastern Poland. Fear and rage 
at the quick German victories led 
to hysteria. German “spies” were 
seen everywhere, suspected of 
forming a fifth column. More than 
5,000 German civilians were mur- 
dered in the first days of the war. 
They were hostages and scapegoats 
at the same time. Gruesome scenes 
were played out in Bromberg on 
September 3, as well as in several 
other places throughout the prov- 
ince of Posen, in Pommerellen, 
wherever German minorities re- 
sided.*° 


Hitler had planned to offer to re- 
store sovereignty to the Czech state 
and to western Poland as part of a 
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peace proposal with Great Britain 
and France. German Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Joachim von Ribbentrop 
informed Soviet leaders Josef Stalin 
and Vyacheslav Molotov of Hitler’s 
intention in a note on September 15, 
1939. Stalin and Molotov, however, 
sought to stifle any action that might 
bring Germany and the Allies to the 
conference table. They told Ribben- 
trop that they did not approve of the 
resurrection of the Polish state. Aware 
of Germany’s dependency on Soviet 
trade, Hitler abandoned his plan to 
reestablish Polish statehood.?’ 


CONCLUSION 


Hitler’s invasion of Poland was 
forced by the Polish government’s 
intolerable treatment of its German 
population. No other national leader 
would have allowed his fellow coun- 
trymen to similarly suffer and die 
just across the border in a neighbor- 
ing country.’ Germany did not invade 
Poland for Lebensraum or any other 
malicious reason. 

However, even British leaders who 
had worked for peace later claimed 
that Hitler was solely responsible for 
starting World War II. British Ambas- 
sador Nevile Henderson, for example, 
said that the entire responsibility for 
starting the war was on Hitler. Hen- 
derson wrote in his memoirs in 1940: 


If Hitler wanted peace, he knew 
how to ensure it; if he wanted war, 
he knew equally well what would 
bring it about. The choice lay with 
him and, in the end, the entire re- 
sponsibility for war was his.” 


Henderson forgot in this passage 
that he had repeatedly warned Halifax 
that the Polish atrocities against the 
German minority in Poland were ex- 
treme. Hitler invaded Poland in an 
effort to end these atrocities. “~

Hitler Explains His Rationale 
for the Invasion of Poland 


Führer blames warmongers, merchants of death, 
attacks on ethnic Germans as reasons for offensive

or months we have been suf- 

fering under the torture of a 

problem that the Versailles 

Diktat created—a problem 
that has deteriorated until it has be- 
come intolerable for us. Danzig was 
and is a German city. The Corridor 
was and is German. Both these ter- 
ritories owe their cultural devel- 
opment exclusively to the German 
people. Danzig was separated from 
us, the Corridor was annexed by Po- 
land. As in other German territories 
of the East, all German minorities 
living there have been ill-treated in 
the most distressing manner. More 
than 1 million people of German 
blood had to leave their homeland 
in the years 1919-1920. 

As always, I attempted to bring 
about, by the peaceful method of 
making proposals, an alteration of 
this intolerable position. It is a lie 
when the outside world says that 
we only tried to carry through our 
revisions by pressure. Fifteen years 
before the National Socialist Party 
came to power, there was the op- 
portunity of carrying out these pro- 
posals by peaceful settlements and 
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German Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
explained in great detail the 
rationale behind his decision 
to invade Poland, a perspective 
ignored and dismissed by 
Western Court Historians. 


understanding. On my own initiative 
I have, not once but several times, 
made proposals for the reversal of 
intolerable conditions. All these pro- 
posals, as you know, have been re- 
jected—proposals for the limitation 
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of armaments and even, if necessary, 
disarmament, proposals for limitation 
of warmaking and proposals for the 
elimination of certain methods of 
modern warfare. You know the pro- 
posals that I have made to restore 
German sovereignty over German 
territories. You know the endless at- 
tempts I made for a peaceful clarifi- 
cation and understanding of the prob- 
lem of Austria and, later, of the prob- 
lem of the Sudetenland, Bohemia, 
and Moravia. It was all in vain. 

It is impossible to demand that 
an impossible position should be 
cleared up by peaceful revision and, 
at the same time, constantly reject 
peaceful offers. It is also impossible 
to say that he who undertakes to 
carry out these revisions for himself 
transgresses a law, since the Versailles 
Diktat is not law to us. A signature 
was forced out of us with pistols at 
our heads and with the threat of 
starvation for millions of people. 
And then, this document, with our 
signature, obtained by force, was 
proclaimed as a solemn law. 

In the same way, I have also tried 
to solve the problem of Danzig, the 
Corridor etc by proposing peaceful 
discussions. That the problems had 
to be solved was clear. It is quite un- 
derstandable to us that the time 
when the problem was to be solved

had little interest to the Western 
powers. But that time is not a matter 
of indifference to us. Moreover, it 
was not and could not be a matter 
of indifference to those who are suf- 
fering the most. 

In my talks with Polish statesmen, 
I discussed the ideas that you rec- 
ognize from my last speech to the 
Reichstag. ... I then naturally for- 
mulated at last the German proposals, 
and I must once more repeat that 
there is nothing more modest or 
loyal than these proposals. I should 
like to say this to the world. I alone 
was in the position to make such 
proposals, for I know very well that 
in doing so I brought myself into op- 
position to millions of Germans. 
These proposals have been refused. 
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Not only were they answered first 
with mobilization, but with increased 
terror and pressure against our Ger- 
man compatriots and with a slow 
strangling of the Free City of Danzig 
—economically, politically and, in 
recent weeks, by military means. 

Poland has directed its attacks 
against the free City of Danzig. More- 
over, Poland was not prepared to 
settle the Corridor question in a rea- 
sonable way that would be equitable 
to both parties, and she did not think 
of keeping her obligations to [ethnic] 
minorities. 

I must here state something defi- 
nitely: Germany has kept these obli- 
gations. The minorities who live in 
Germany are not persecuted. No 
Frenchman can stand up and say 
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that any Frenchman living in the 
Saar territory is oppressed, tortured 
or deprived of his rights. Nobody 
can say this. 

For four months I have calmly 
watched developments, although I 
never ceased to give warnings. In 
the last few days I have increased 
these warnings. I informed the Polish 
ambassador three weeks ago that if 
Poland continued to send notes in 
the form of ultimata to Danzig and 
if, on the Polish side, an end was 
not put to customs measures destined 
to ruin Danzig’s trade, then the Reich 
could not remain complacent. I left 
no doubt that people who wanted to 
compare the Germany of today with 
the former Germany would be de- 
ceiving themselves. 
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An attempt was made to justify 
the oppression of the Germans by 
claiming that they had committed 
acts of provocation. I do not know 
what these provocations on the part 
of women and children consist of, if 
they themselves are maltreated, in 
some cases killed. One thing I do 
know: No great power can, with 
honor, long stand by passively and 
watch such events unfold. 

I made one more final effort to 
accept a proposal for mediation on 
the part of the British government. 
They proposed not that they them- 
selves should carry on the negotia- 
tions, but rather that Poland and 
Germany should come into direct 
contact and once more pursue ne- 
gotiations. 

I must declare that I accepted 
this proposal, and I worked out a 
basis for these negotiations that is 
known to you. For two whole days I 
sat in my chair and waited to see 
whether it was convenient for the 
Polish government to send a pleni- 
potentiary or not. Last night they 
did not send us a plenipotentiary 
but, instead, informed us through 
their ambassador that they were still 
considering whether and to what ex- 
tent they were in a position to discuss 
the British proposals. The Polish 
government also said that they would 
inform Britain of their decision. 

Deputies, if the German govern- 
ment and its leader patiently endured 
such treatment, Germany would de- 
serve to disappear from the political 
stage. But I am wrongly judged if 
my love of peace and my patience 
are mistaken for weakness or even 
cowardice. I, therefore, decided last 
night—and informed the British gov- 
ernment—that, under these circum- 
stances, I can no longer find any 
willingness on the part of the Polish 
government to conduct serious ne- 
gotiations with us. 

These proposals for mediation 
have failed because, first of all, in 
the meantime, there came as an an- 
swer the sudden Polish general mo- 
bilization, followed by more Polish 
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atrocities. These were again repeated 
last night. Recently, in one night, 
there were as many as 21 frontier 
incidents. Last night there were 14, 
of which three were quite serious. I 
have, therefore, resolved to speak 
to Poland in the same language that 
Poland for months past has used to- 
ward us. This attitude on the part of 
the Reich will not change. 

The other European states in part 
understand our attitude. I should 
like here, above all, to thank Italy, 
which, throughout, has supported 
us, but you will understand that for 
the carrying on of this struggle we 
do not intend to appeal for foreign 
help. We will carry out this task our-

selves. The neutral states have as- 
sured us of their neutrality, just as 
we had already guaranteed it to them. 

When statesmen in the West de- 
clare that this affects their interests, 
I can only regret such a declaration. 
It cannot for a moment make me 
hesitate to fulfill my duty. What more 
is wanted? I have solemnly assured 
them, and I repeat it, that we ask 
nothing of those Western states and 
never will ask anything. I have de- 
clared that the frontier between 
France and Germany is a final one. I 
have repeatedly offered friendship 
and, if necessary, the closest cooper- 
ation with Britain, but this cannot 
be offered from one side only. It 
must find response on the other side. 
Germany has no interests in the 
west, and our western wall is for all 
time the frontier of the Reich on the 
west. Moreover, we have no aims of 
any kind there for the future. With 
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this assurance we are in solemn ear- 
nest and, as long as others do not 
violate their neutrality, we will like- 
wise take every care to respect it. 

Iam particularly happy to be able 
to tell you of one event. You know 
that Russia and Germany are gov- 
erned by two different doctrines. 
There was only one question that 
had to be cleared up. Germany has 
no intention of exporting its doctrine. 
Given the fact that Soviet Russia has 
no intention of exporting its doctrine 
to Germany, I no longer see any rea- 
son why we should still oppose each 
other. On both sides, we are clear 
on that. Any struggle between our 
people would only be of advantage 
to others. We have, therefore, re- 
solved to conclude a pact that rules 
out forever any use of violence be- 
tween us. It imposes the obligation 
on us to consult together in certain 
European issues. It makes possible 
for us economic cooperation and, 
above all, it assures that the efforts 
of both these powerful states are 
not wasted against each other. Every 
attempt of the West to bring about 
any change in this will fail. 

At the same time, I should like 
now to declare that this political 
decision means a tremendous de- 
parture for the future, and that it is 
a final one. Russia and Germany 
fought against each other in the 
world war. That shall and will not 
happen a second time. In Moscow, 
too, this pact was greeted exactly as 
you greet it. I can only endorse word 
for word the speech of Russian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs Molotov. 

I am determined to solve: 

1) the Danzig question; 

2) the question of the Corridor; 
and 

3) to see to it that a change is 
made in the relationship between 
Germany and Poland that shall ensure 
a peaceful coexistence. 

In this I am resolved to continue 
to fight until either the present Polish 
government is willing to continue to 
bring about this change or until 
another Polish government is ready 
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Polish citizens dig trenches and other defensive reinforcements in Warsaw to protect the capital 
against a German invasion. Leading up to WWII, the Polish government was manipulated by the 
leading Western powers, particularly Great Britain and, to a lesser extent, France and the United 
States, in an overall strategy to undermine Germany. Poland was quickly defeated, first by the German 
army in the west and, later, by the Red army in the east. 


to do so. I am resolved to remove 
from the German frontiers the element 
of uncertainty, the everlasting at- 
mosphere of civil war conditions. I 
will see to it that, in the east, there is, 
on the frontier, a peace exactly like 
that on our other frontiers. 

In this I will take the necessary 
measures to see that they do not 
contradict the proposals I have al- 
ready made known in the Reichstag 
itself to the rest of the world. That is 
to say, I will not war against women 
and children. I have ordered my air 
force to restrict itself to attacks on 
military objectives. If, however, the 
enemy thinks he can do whatever 
he likes carte blanche on his side— 


to fight by other [less civilized] 
methods—he will receive an answer 
that will deprive him of hearing and 
sight. 

This night, for the first time, Polish 
regular soldiers fired on our territory. 
Since 5:45 a.m., we have been re- 
turning the fire and, from now on, 
bombs will be met by bombs. Who- 
ever fights with poison gas will be 
answered with poison gas. Whoever 
departs from the rules of humane 
warfare can only expect that we 
shall do the same. I will continue 
this struggle, no matter against whom, 
until the safety of the Reich and its 
rights are secured. 

For six years now I have been 


working on improving German de- 
fenses. Over 90 million marks have 
in that time been spent on the build- 
ing up of these defense forces. They 
are now the best equipped and are 
above all comparison with what they 
were in 1914. My trust in them is 
unshakable. 

When I called up these forces and 
when I now ask sacrifices of the Ger- 
man people and, if necessary, every 
sacrifice, then Ihave a right to do so, 
for I also am today absolutely ready, 
just as we were formerly, to make 
every necessary sacrifice. 

I am asking of no German man 
more than I myself was ready through- 
out four years at any time to do. I 
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Poland was no match for the much more powerful and well-organized German and Soviet militaries, who 
quickly defeated Polish forces in both military campaigns. In the photo above, Soviet and German troops 
have a laugh following both country’s successful invasion of Poland. The two European superpowers 
would soon be at war with one another, resulting in the deaths of millions, civilian and military alike. 


guarantee that there will be no hard- 
ships for average Germans that I will 
not submit to myself. My whole life 
henceforth belongs more than ever 
to my people. I am from now on just 
“first soldier” of the German Reich. I 
have once more put on that [military] 
coat that was the most sacred and 
dear to me. I will not take it off again 
until victory is secured or I do not 
survive the battle. 

Should anything happen to me in 
the struggle, then my first successor 
is Party Comrade [Hermann] Goring. 
Should anything happen to Party 
Comrade Göring, my next successor 
is Party Comrade [Rudolf] Hess. You 
would then be under obligation to 
give to them the same complete loy- 
alty and obedience as you would to 
me as Führer. Should anything 
happen to Party Comrade Hess, then, 
by law, the Senate will be called, 
and its members will choose from 
its midst the most worthy—that is 
to say the bravest—successor. 
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As a National Socialist and as a 
German soldier, I enter upon this 
struggle with a stout heart. My whole 
life has been nothing but one long 
struggle for my people, for its re- 
storation and for Germany. There 
was only one watchword for that 
struggle: faith in the German people. 
One word I have never learned is 
“surrender.” 

If, however, anyone thinks that 
we are facing tough times, I should 
ask him to remember that Prussian 
king who, with a ridiculously small 
state, opposed a more powerful co- 
alition and, in three wars, finally 
emerged victorious because that 
state had the stout heart that we 
need in these times. I would, there- 
fore, like to assure all the world that 
a “November 1918” will never be re- 
peated in German history. 

Just as I myself am ready at any 
time to stake my life—anyone can 
take it for my people and for Ger- 
many—so I ask the same of all others. 
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Whoever, however, thinks he can 
oppose this national command, 
whether directly or indirectly, shall 
fall. We have nothing to do with trai- 
tors. We are all faithful to our old 
principles. It is quite unimportant 
whether we ourselves live, but it is 
essential that our people shall live, 
that Germany shall live. 

The sacrifice that is demanded 
of us is not greater than the sacrifice 
that many generations of our people 
have made. If we form a community 
closely bound together by sacred 
vows, ready for anything, resolved 
never to surrender, then our will 
shall overcome every hardship and 
difficulty. 

And I would like to close with 
the declaration that I once made 
when I began the struggle for power 
in the Reich. I said then: “If our will 
is so strong that no hardship and 
suffering can subdue it, then our will 
and our German might shall pre- 
vail.”

An Appeal for Peace from a British Nationalist 


JOHN AMERY, a British-born nationalist and 
fascist who helped organize the British Free Corps, 
a division of the all-volunteer Waffen-SS, dedicated 
his life to rallying the British people against the 
communist menace. During WWII, he broadcast 
from Germany seeking to end hostilities between 
his native Britain and Germany. He also produced 
leaflets, including the one reproduced here, specifically 
for a British audience, hoping to convince them, as 
he believed, that the true enemy was the communist 
Soviet Union and international Jewry, not Germany. 
For his public anti-Semitic and anti-war activities, 
Amery was tried for treason and hanged in Wands- 
worth Prison on December 19, 1945.

We started the war for Danzig. We have surrendered 
Poland to Russia. 

We started the war to maintain the balance of power 
in Europe. We have handed over Europe to Josef Stalin, 
lock, stock and barrel. 

We started the war against Nazi oppression. We have 
handed the whole of Europe over to communist oppres- 
sion. 

We started the war to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy and, to achieve that, we allied ourselves to a 
country where, from Brest-Litovsk to Vladivostok, nobody 
has ever heard of such a thing. 

We signed an Atlantic Charter to guarantee the 
[security of the] small nations of Europe. We have handed 
over Finland, Romania, Bulgaria, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania 
and Poland to Stalin and to Communism.

Hitler’s Olive Branches 


A run-down of Germany’s attempts to make peace 


Reviewing the numerous genuine peace offers Hitler 
made toward France, Poland and Great Britain debunks 
the stereotypical, politically correct characterization 
of Adolf Hitler as a fanatical warmonger.

ost people in North Amer- 

ica, Europe and large 

swaths of the rest of the 

world conceive of Adolf 
Hitler, chancellor of Germany from 
1933 until his death in 1945, as a 
psychopathic warmonger, flinging 
his military might in every direction 
in a sadistic orgy of violence and 
blood, seeking domination of every 
corner of the world. But is this hack- 
neyed characterization of Hitler ac- 
tually accurate? Have important parts 
of the story been censored? 

To help answer these questions, 
we will look primarily at a slim but 
dense book compiled by Dr. Friedrich

SUGGESTS ARMS REDUCTIONS 


Just three-and-a-half months after 
he took office on January 30, 1933, 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler gave a speech 
to the Reichstag German parliament 
on May 17, 1933. In this speech the 
new chancellor addressed his resolve 
to establish arms reduction terms 
with “neighboring countries,” “armed 
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While the West portrays him as 
a fanatical psychopath, many 
average Germans saw Hitler as 
their “only hope,” as this prop- 
aganda poster says. Far from a 
warhawk, Hitler wanted peace— 
but not on terms that made 
slaves of his people. 


nations” and “the rest of the world.” 
Hitler explained: 


Germany will be perfectly 
ready to disband her entire mili- 
tary establishment and destroy 
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the small amount of arms re- 
maining to her, if the neighboring 
countries will do the same thing 
with equal thoroughness. ... Ger- 
many is entirely ready to renounce 
aggressive weapons of every sort 
if the armed nations, on their 
part, will destroy their aggressive 
weapons within a specified per- 
iod, and if their use is forbidden 
by an international convention. 
... Germany is at all times pre- 
pared to renounce aggressive 
weapons if the rest of the world 
does the same. Germany is pre- 
pared to agree to any solemn 
pact of non-aggression because 
she does not think of attacking 
anybody, but only of acquiring 
security. 


This speech proposed a total elim- 
ination of all military capacity, which 
might be considered a strategic move 
on Germany’s part, since Germany 
was limited by the Treaty of Versailles 
to no air force and an army of only 
100,000 men devoted only to domestic 
activities. Hitler’s previous political 
campaigns, and those of the National 
Socialist German Workers’ Party, 
stated openly their rejection of the 
Versailles Treaty and, thus, felt free 
to develop a stronger military if re- 
quired due to threats from surround- 
ing nations. Hitler was prepared to 
expand the German military beyond 
the limits of Versailles, but was willing 
to accept total disarmament. 

Short of this, he proposed elimi- 
nation of “aggressive weapons,” such 
as long-range bombers, poison gas 
and large artillery capable of striking 
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Not all Western news outlets could conceal the numerous peace offers Hitler attempted to make with 
Western powers and other European nations, such as Poland, in the years leading up to WWII. This 
headline published by the San Francisco Chronicle notes how the British rejected Germany's peace 
offers, preferring war instead. Hitler’s political career prior to WWII was dedicated to avoiding yet 
another fratricidal European war through diplomacy and rebuilding and revitalizing the German nation. 


civilian targets. Hitler was a soldier 
of the prevailing ethos of the time, 
largely applied during World War I, 
of civilized warfare that, among other 
provisions, spared civilians the effects 
of war as much as possible.! 


THE RESPONSE 


No other nation offered a formal 
reply. Some countries, such as Britain 
and France, continued to increase 
their munitions manufacturing capa- 
bilities and troop strength. The League 
of Nations, from Germany’s perspec- 
tive, was primarily established to en- 
force the Treaty of Versailles diktat 
and declared that Germany must pass 
through a “probation period” before 
talk of disarmament of other nations 
could proceed.” By this time, Germany 
had already complied with the Ver- 
sailles diktat for 24 years. 

Five months later, on October 
14, 1933, Hitler withdrew Germany 
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from the League of Nations. “This 
step on October 19, 1933 was a re- 
sponse to the Simon disarmament 
plan of October 14 that denied Ger- 
many equality,” historian David Hog- 
gan has noted.? 


A BALANCE OF POWER 


On December 18, Hitler offered 
his second proposal for peace and 
disarmament in Europe. It contained 
six points, the first of which granted 
Germany “full equality of rights,” a 
provision Hitler considered necessary 
to ensure peace. A balance of military 
powers would deter aggression, while 
a weak Germany would encourage 
it. The second point imposed a freeze 
on all arms increases, and the third 
granted Germany freedom to restore 
a balance in her arms with neighbors. 
The fourth required “conducting war 
on humane principles” and again 
called for elimination of weapons 


that could harm civilians. The fifth 
provided for a monitoring system to 
ensure compliance. The sixth stated: 
“The European nations guarantee 
one another the unconditional main- 
tenance of peace by the conclusion 
of non-aggression pacts, to be re- 
newed after 10 years.” 

Soon after, Hitler requested ap- 
proval to increase the German army 
to 300,000 men in order to conduct 
aminimum defense according to the 
length of its perimeter (which fea- 
tured few natural defenses such as 
mountains, ice sheets, deserts, wide 
rivers or oceans) and the strength 
of her neighbors’ armies. 


THE RESPONSE 


A correspondence of official 
letters seemed to consider the pro- 
posal but led to a clear “no” from 
the French, accompanied by “tre- 
mendous increases” in armaments 
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in France, Britain and the USSR. 


SAFEGUARDING CIVILIANS 


By March 16, 1935, Hitler felt the 
need to bring back conscription in 
Germany. Soon afterward, however, 
he gave a May 21, 1935 speech that 
once again focused on eliminating 
weaponry that could harm “non-com- 
batant women and children.” He re- 
ferred to the Geneva Red Cross Con- 
vention and proposed expanding it 
to eliminate aerial bombing altogether. 
“There might be prohibition of the 
dropping of gas, incendiary and ex- 
plosive bombs outside the real battle 
zone,” Hitler suggested at the time. 
“This limitation could then be ex- 
tended to complete international out- 
lawry of all bombing.” 

Hitler left the possibilities for full 
disarmament open: “[Germany] gives 
further assurance that it will agree 
to any international limitations or 
abolition of arms whatsoever for a 
uniform space of time.” 


THE RESPONSE 


France signed an alliance with 
the Soviet Union, furthering the en- 
circlement policy of aggressor nations 
surrounding Germany. 


OFFERS PEACE TO FRANCE 


As so often in history, action be- 
gets reaction begets counter-reaction. 
Far too much history assessing Ger- 
many and its chancellor fails to men- 
tion this causal chain of provocation, 
focusing exclusively on Germany’s 
action, as if they occurred in the iso- 
lation of mindless warmongering 
mania. 

Hitler’s orders to reoccupy the 
Rhineland lying between Germany 
and France, and occupied by French 
forces at times since Versailles, was 
a direct result of France’s rejection 
of Hitler's proposals, and France’s 
alliance with the Soviets. The Rhine- 
land was a key corridor of attack 
for invading French armies into Ger- 
many, and Hitler knew he had to 
take back this region that had tradi- 
tionally belonged to Germany. In 
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fact, the Rhineland had contained a 
majority of ethnic German people 
for centuries. 

The Wehrmacht crossed into the 
Rhineland with no opposition—and 
with joyous citizen approval—on 
March 3, 1936. By March 31, Hitler 
was offering his fourth peace plan 
in three years. Its goal was “the 
peace of Europe” and “the social 
happiness and economic prosperity 
of the nations.” 

This peace plan was the most ex- 
tensive yet, with a number of its 19 
points addressing the presence of 
German troops in the Rhineland in 
an attempt to reassure France. It

called for a commission presided 
over by Britain and Italy to oversee 
peace terms among Germany, France 
and Belgium, and also invited the 
Netherlands to participate. Germany 
was willing to “agree to any military 
limitations on the German western 
frontier.” A 25-year “non-aggression 
or security pact” between France, 
Belgium and Germany was proposed. 
Point 15 needs special focus: 


In order to stamp this peace 
pact ... as the reconciliatory con- 
clusion of a centuries-old dispute, 
Germany and France pledge them- 
selves to take steps to see that, 
in the education of the young, as 
well as in the press and publica- 
tions of both nations, everything 
shall be avoided that might be 
calculated to poison the relation- 
ship between the two peoples, 
whether it be a derogatory or 
contemptuous attitude, or im- 
proper interference in the internal 
affairs of the other country. 
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In Point 18, Hitler also declared 
his willingness to rejoin the League 
of Nations, provided it addressed “the 
question of colonial equality of rights 
and that of the separation of the Cov- 
enant of the League of Nations from 
its foundations in the Versailles Treaty.” 
Chancellor Hitler, his NSDAP party 
and most of the German people saw 
confiscation of German colonies given 
to other European nations as a gross 
injustice, more so since Germany 
lacked key resources as it increased 
its industrial output. They viewed the 
League of Nations as an enforcement 
structure for limitations on Germany 
through the appalling strictures of 
Versailles. Hitler said he would allow 
Germany to rejoin the league if it 
“cleared up” these injustices. 

Point 19 proposed establishing 
an “International Court of Arbitration” 
to ensure compliance with the peace 
plan. Once again, Hitler proposed 
arms reduction treaties, prohibiting 
gas and incendiary bombs, bombing 
of civilian towns or villages, and abol- 
ishing heavy tank and large artillery 
production. 

Hitler then focused on prospects 
for economic growth and well-being: 


The German government be- 
lieves that, if even a first step is 
made on the road to disarmament, 
this will be of enormous impor- 
tance to the relationship between 
the nations and to the recovery 
of confidence, trade and pros- 
perity. 

In accordance with the general 
desire for the restoration of fa- 
vorable economic conditions, the 
German government is prepared 
... to enter into an exchange of 
opinions on economic problems 
... to do all in its power to improve 
the economic situation in Europe, 
and the world.® 


Hitler closed with hope: 


The German government be- 
lieves that ... it has made its con- 
tribution to the reconstruction 
of a new Europe on the basis of 
reciprocal respect and confidence 
between sovereign states. Many 
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opportunities for such a pacifi- 
cation of Europe, for which Ger- 
many has so often in the last few 
years made her proposals, have 
been neglected. May this attempt 
to achieve European understand- 
ing succeed at last! 


THE RESPONSE 


Britain alone sent a dismissive, 
insincere questionnaire, and then 
established itself as France’s pro- 
tector, beginning joint military staff 
discussions, as they did before WWI.’ 


PEACE PACTS WITH NEIGHBORS 


War propaganda against National 
Socialist Germany to this day main- 
tains that Germany’s economy 
boomed at the time exclusively from 
arms production, but repeatedly we 
see within these peace proposals of 
Hitler the view that peaceful economic 
cooperation between the nations of 
Europe generates prosperity. It is 
commonly said that the U.S. economy 
did not revive from the Great De- 
pression until war production in- 
creased. In addition, immense Soviet 
war production (long before its entry 
into World War II) destroyed living 
conditions for the Russian people.® 
Hitler had another view and promoted 
it in his proposals: peace prosperity. 

Between Hitler’s arms reduction 
proposal of May 1935 and France’s 
alliance with the Soviet Union, Hitler 
signed a naval agreement with Great 
Britain on June 18, 1935. Hitler knew 
Germany’s naval strength, particularly 
its U-boat fleet, was a reason for the 
outbreak of World War I with Great 
Britain and sought to soothe any Brit- 
ish concerns by limiting Germany’s 
naval fleet to 35% of the British fleet.° 

Turning to Poland, as early as 
January 26, 1934, Hitler and Polish 
leader Jozef Pilsudski crafted a non- 
aggression pact, and consented “to 
settle directly all questions of whatever 
sort that concern their mutual rela- 
tions.”!° Major issues existed between 
the two central European nations, 
primarily the large populations of 
Germans now living in the “Polish 
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Corridor,” formerly West Prussia, and 
the city of Danzig, formally a “Free 
City” under the League of Nations, 
but de facto dominated by the Polish 
authorities." Ethnic Germans now 
forced to live in Poland—Volksdeut- 
schen—suffered brutal persecution 
and even massacres under these ar- 
rangements.” They wanted to be 
brought back into the Reich and, 
while Hitler, too, wanted to reunite 
all of the German family, he knew he 
needed an alliance with Poland and 
was cautious of making demands.” 
After Pilsudski’s death in May 
1935, Polish attitudes toward Ger- 
many worsened. Persecution of the 
Volksdeutschen became intolerable. 
Still, Hitler made numerous peace 
offers, economic treaties and alliance 
proposals.'* He knew Poland was a 
critical ally and buffer state against 
the inevitable aggression of Josef 
Stalin and the Soviet Union. 
Demonstrating their provocative 
attitudes toward Germany, Britain 
and then France offered Poland an 
unconditional guarantee of protection 
against any outside aggression. This 
was clearly aimed directly against 
Germany. The FDR administration 
in the U.S., comprised of many com- 
munists, urged Britain into this ar- 
rangement.’ This was a key devel- 
opment that led directly to the real 
start of World War II. The German- 
Polish conflict could have remained 
local, as Hitler stated, if not for the 
guarantee Britain and France offered 
Poland—and which Poland accepted. 
Still another peace agreement 
Hitler participated in was the Munich 
Agreement of September 28, 1938, 
at which Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany agreed to the peaceful dis- 
solution of the artificial state of 
Czechoslovakia and the return of 
the Sudetenland, which held millions 
of ethnic Germans, back to Germany. 
The Czech portion of the region, 
with the largest ethnic population, 
invited the German military in as a 
peacekeeping force.! Neville Cham- 
berlain, then-British prime minister, 
returned, declaring he had maintained

Although 
nearly half the British cabinet 
wanted to take Hitler up on his 
offer, Churchill put an end to this 
final peace offer.

he had only stalled for more time to 
prepare for war against Germany.'” 

Immediately after, on September 
30, Hitler and Chamberlain signed an 
agreement that expressed “the desire 
of our peoples never to go to war 
with each another again” and aimed 
to “assure the peace of Europe.”!® 


THE RESPONSE 


Following the signing of the agree- 
ment, Chamberlain increased British 
arms production and, now that the 
Czech area had been lost as part of 
the encirclement plan against Ger- 
many, England began new plans for 
encirclement. ° 


PEACE WITH FRANCE, POLAND 


On December 6, 1938, Hitler, 
through Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, signed a peace agree- 
ment with France. It stated, in part, 
that “peaceful and good neighborly 
relations between Germany and 
France constitute one of the most 
essential elements for the consoli- 
dation of the situation in Europe and 
the maintenance of general peace.” 
They both agreed the borders between 
the two nations were undisputed and 
agreed to consult over future issues. 

Slightly earlier, on October 24, 
Hitler presented a proposal to Poland 
on generous terms for the return of 
Danzig to Germany and construction 
of an autobahn and railroad through 
the Polish Corridor (West Prussia) 
to connect Germany with its severed 
East Prussia region. Hitler offered 
to allow the Poles to use this trans- 
portation avenue as well, at no cost, 
strengthening economic activity be- 
tween the two nations. The proposal 
contained a 25-year non-aggression 
pact, as well. No ultimatums were 
issued in this proposal, and no dead- 
lines declared.” 


THE RESPONSE 


The Poles refused. They threat- 
ened to claim Danzig for Poland and 
prepared for military action against 
Germany.”! 
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SOVIETS ACCEPT PEACE 


The certainty of conflict with Po- 
land necessitated a German non-ag- 
gression agreement with the Soviet 
Union. By August 23, 1939, the 
Molotov-Ribbentrop pact was signed, 
declaring “spheres of influence” for 
the USSR and Germany, and ensuring 
neither nation would attack the other. 
While this is considered another of 
Hitler’s peace measures—or at least 
avoidance of war—it is understood 
that both sides planned to break the 
agreement, Stalin at the time when 
European nations had exhausted 
themselves fighting each other, and

Two days later, Hitler made his 
final peace appeal to Great Britain, 
in which Germany would “safeguard 
the existence of the British Empire” 
and “guarantee German assistance 
for the British Empire.” It also again 
offered arms limitations and assured 
that Germany would attempt no re- 
vision of borders in Western Europe.” 


THE RESPONSE 


Britain and France reaffirmed 
their previous guarantee to defend 
Poland from aggression in an agree- 
ment formally signed on March 31, 
1939 by the three nations.“ Earlier 
in August 1939, the Poles increased 
their attacks on German nationals 
in Poland, and many Volksdeutschen 
attempted escape into Germany.” 


PEACE CAN REIGN 


On October 6, a month after Ger- 
many invaded and swiftly defeated 
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Poland, Hitler gave a speech in the 
Reichstag in which three main points 
were presented for “not only a belief 
in, but asense of European security.” 
The first recognized the Treaty of 
Versailles as “obsolete” and rec- 
ommended the return of Germany’s 
colonies “based on political justice 
and sane economic principles.” The 
second called for a “reorganization 
of the international economic system” 
so that “unrestricted trade” could 
flourish. The third once more advo- 
cated arms reductions to protect civ- 
ilians, particularly women and chil- 
dren. “It is only when this is achieved 
that peace can reign.” Hitler ex- 
plained: “A peace that, uncontami- 
nated by suspicion and fear, will pro- 
vide the only possible condition for 
real economic prosperity.” 


THE RESPONSE 


No response emerged from any 
European nations. The following 
spring, Britain and France, having 
declared war on Germany, fielded 
an immense army pointed at Ger- 
many through Belgium. Belgium par- 
ticipated by supporting infrastructure 
to pass the army through to Germany. 
French Prime Minister Edouard Da- 
ladier publicly rejected Hitler’s pro- 
posal against many in the parliament 
who approved.”” 


A FINAL APPEAL TO REASON 


After French and British armies 
were subdued within six weeks, 
Hitler presented another Reichstag 
speech, this time on July 19, 1940. It 
was translated into English and 
dropped as leaflets by Luftwaffe 
planes into British cities. Titled “Ap- 
peal for Peace and Sanity,” one of 
its main goals was “to direct, once 
again and for the last time, an appeal 
to general reason.” Hitler claimed 
“the National Socialist movement 
has (delivered Germany) from the 
Jewish-capitalist shackles imposed 
by a plutocratic-democratic dwindling 
class of exploiters” and identified 
those responsible for the war as 
“Jews and Freemasons, international 
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traders and stock-traders.” 

He stated: “If Mr. Churchill or any other 
warmongers had but a fraction of the sense 
of responsibility I felt toward Europe, they 
could not have played so perfidious a game.” 
Hitler emphasized that it was the goal of the 
NSDAP to be allies with Italy and Britain. 


It still saddens me today that, in spite 
of all my endeavors, I have not succeeded 
in obtaining this friendship with England 
which, I believe, should have been a blessing 
for both peoples, especially because I was 
not able to do so despite my persistent, 
sincere efforts. 


Hitler spoke of Germany’s alliance with 
Fascist Italy as “the alliance which is destined 
to procure a new life for Europe.” In this 
speech, Hitler makes one of his most succinct 
and clear statements of his vision for the fu- 
ture: “It was not my ambition to wage wars, 
but to build up a new social state of the 
highest culture, and every year of war takes

He goes on to describe “whom 
we have to thank for all this: inter- 
national Jewry and its helpers!” 
Hitler points to his “proposal to the 
British ambassador in Berlin of a 
solution to the German-Polish prob- 
lem” as proof of his peaceful inten- 
tions. Once again, he identifies “in- 
ternational conspirators in money 
and finance” and “the people that is 
really guilty of this murderous con- 
flict ... Jewry!” 

Hitler closes his “Political Testa- 
ment,” written just before his im- 
minent death, with a final shot at 
organized world Jewry: 


Above all, I enjoin the leaders 
of the nation and their followers 
to scrupulous observance of the 
laws of race, and to merciless re- 
sistance to the universal poisoner 
of all peoples, international Jewry.” 


What the World Rejected ends 
with two chapters, including one 
containing Hermann Goring’s letter 
from the Nuremberg Trials to Winston 
Churchill, blaming Churchill for forc- 
ing war on Germany, allowing Europe 
to be overrun by “Asiatics” (Soviets 
and Jews) and setting in motion the 
destruction of the British Empire. 

The final chapter addresses the 
diaries of Secretary of the Navy 
James Forrestal toward the end of 
the war and first secretary of defense 
afterward. According to Forrestal, 
Chamberlain said: “America and the 
world Jews had forced England into 
the war.” Since America, especially 
the FDR administration, was largely 
under communist/Jewish/Zionist in- 
fluence, as honest research has de- 
tailed, this statement is redundant.

RIP Giinter Deckert 


Günter Deckert, the courageous Ger- 
man nationalist, former leader of the 
National Democratic Party of Ger- 
many, a champion of the Revisionist 
cause and a member of TBR’s Board 
of Contributing Editors, has passed 
away at age 82. Born in January 1940 
in Heidelberg, Germany, Deckert 
worked as an English and French 
teacher in German schools and uni 
versities for roughly 20 years before 
he was “cancelled” for his political 
views. During his lifetime, he not 
only served as a leader of the nation- 
alist NPD political party from 1991 
through 2005, he also worked tire- 
lessly as an activist and stood for of- 
fice in multiple elections. Deckert 
was imprisoned on two separate oc- 
casions as a result of his activities 
on behalf of the Revisionist cause. 
From 1995-2000, he was imprisoned 
in a facility at Bruchsal for translating 
the words of American Revisionist 
Fred Leuchter into German. Leuchter 
had made these comments at a con- 
ference in 1991. In 2018, he spent 
five months in prison for helping 
translate a book written in Italian by 
Carlos Mattogno dealing with the 
Auschwitz concentration camp.

Austrian Musician Sentenced 


A 37-year-old Austrian musician has 
been sentenced to 10 years in prison 
for violating Austria’s tyrannical Nazi 
Prohibition Act, perhaps the most 
severe and lengthiest prison sentence 
handed out for thought crimes in his- 
tory. Phillip Hassler, who used the 
stage name Mr. Bond when producing

his popular dissident music, was orig- 
inally arrested in January 2021 on 
charges related to copyright infringe- 
ment and “promoting Nazi ideology,” 
according to a website that is raising 
money for his defense and appeal. 
He was recently sentenced in March 
by ajudge at the Vienna Region Court 
to a 10-year prison term, partially 
due to the popularity and success of 
his politically incorrect music. Hass- 
ler’s 34-year-old brother Benjamin 
was also sentenced to a four-year 
prison term in a separate case for 
his role in maintaining a right-wing 
dissident website. Many of Hassler’s 
lyrics focused on themes related to 
WWIL including the National Socialist 
movement, Adolf Hitler and “the 
Holocaust.”

Heroic Haverbeck Hounded 


Ursula Haverbeck, the now 93-year- 
old heroic German dissident and 
critic of the mainstream narrative on 
the “holocaust” of Jews during WWII, 
has once again been sentenced to a 
prison term in her native Germany 
for publicly expressing her completely 
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logical views. Haverbeck has insisted 
the concentration camps administered 
by the National Socialist regime during 
WWII were not “death camps,” as 
maintained by Court Historians and 
Zionist organizations, but rather labor 
and transit camps. She has bravely 
stated her belief that the official Ger- 
man policy was to ensure inmates 
were properly cared for.

Zelensky Invokes Holocaust 


Ukrainian President Volodymyr Ze- 
lensky, a former actor and comedian 
turned politician who hails from a 
Jewish family, has accused Russian 
troops of committing “the most ter- 
rible war crimes” in Europe since 
WWII. Zelensky has repeatedly in- 
voked the memory of the “Jewish 
Holocaust” in his criticism of Russia’s 
attack on Ukraine, demanding West- 
ern leaders send more money and 
weaponry to Ukrainian armed forces 
and even potentially get involved mil- 
itarily in the conflict. Speaking to the 
German Bundestag in mid-March, 
Zelensky denounced Western pol- 
iticians for not following through on 
their commitments to “never again,” 
a reference to pledges made by pan- 
dering politicians and groveling gov- 
ernments to never let the world allow 
a “Holocaust” to occur on European 
soil again. “Every year, politicians 
repeat ‘never again’,” Zelensky told 
German leaders. “And now, we see 
that these words simply mean noth- 
ing.” So, while Zelensky invokes West- 
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ern pity with references to “the Holo- 
caust,” he cares not that his pleas 
for more weapons and a no-fly zone 
could end up in a nuclear holocaust— 
the death and destruction from which 
could dwarf even the Soviet Holo- 
caust, estimated at 60 million people.

Paint Swastikas, Get Paid 


A Jewish oligarch in Ukraine with 
close ties to Russia was allegedly 
paying local Ukrainians to spray paint 
swastikas and other Nazi graffiti in 
Kiev and Kharkiv, two of the largest 
cities in Ukraine, in the months lead- 
ing up to the Russian invasion. Pavel 
Fuks, a powerful businessman who 
has made much of his fortune in Rus- 
sia, was “allegedly approached by 
Russian agents and persuaded to pay 
local criminals anywhere between 
$500 and $1,500 through intermedi- 
aries to vandalize the streets of Khar- 
kiv [and later Kiev] with Nazi sym- 
bols,” The Times of Israel reported 
in late March. In the past, Fuks has 
donated to Jewish organizations in 
Ukraine, including the Babi Yar Holo- 
caust Memorial Center in Kiev.

Neo-Nazis in Ukraine? 

So-called “neo-Nazi” groups operating 
in Ukraine have long been exposed 
and denounced by Western media 
outlets and organized Jewish groups, 
such as the Anti-Defamation League. 
The Azov Battalion, one of the most 
infamous and effective “neo-Nazi” 
militias operating against Russian 
military forces in Ukraine, was de- 
scribed as an “extremist group” with 
“ties to neo-Nazis and White suprem- 
acists” by the ADL as recently as 
2019. However, in a recent article 
addressing the alleged neo-Nazis op- 
erating in support of the Ukrainian 
regime, the ADL downplayed the 
Azov Battalion as a “marginal group 
with no political influence and [whose 
members] don’t attack Jews or Jewish 
institutions in Ukraine.” Note that 
the Ukrainian government is led by 
a Jewish president and a Jewish vice 
president, not to mention the large 
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number of Jews in powerful political 
and business positions in Ukraine. 
Some have alleged that groups such 
as the Azov Battalion and other far- 
right militias have ties to Western in- 
telligence and are being manipulated 
in order to carry out a proxy war 
against Russia. Other credible reports 
indicate Israel is a funder of the Azov 
Brigade. We would find it hard to be- 
lieve that the Azov Battalion is neo- 
Nazi and, at the same time, attracting 
so much Jewish support. That being 
said, it is certainly not hard to imagine 
Ukrainians being virulently anti-Rus- 
sian if they are aware of the history 
of Ukraine and Communist Russia, a 
relationship that ended in millions 
of dead Ukrainians, starved to death 
or murdered by Soviet commissars.

It’s All Propaganda 


Father Patrick Desbois, a French 
Catholic priest known for popularizing 
the term “Holocaust by bullets” in 
reference to the alleged mass shoot- 
ings of Jews on the Eastern Front 
during WWII, will lead an investigation 
into alleged war crimes committed 
by Russia in Ukraine, it was recently 
reported. Previously, Desbois created 
an organization called Yahad In Unum 
based in France that investigated the 
alleged mass killings of Jews in Uk- 
raine by so-called “Nazi mobile killing 
units,” epitomized by the purported 
massacre of 34,000 Jews at Babi Yar 
near Kiev in September 1941. No fo- 
rensic evidence exists of this alleged 
massacre, yet the myth remains. Des- 
bois will lead a team consisting of 
representatives from the Babi Yar 
Holocaust Memorial Center in Ukraine 
as well as his own Yahad In Unum to 
interview and film eyewitness tes- 
timony from Ukrainian civilians in 
an effort to document alleged Russian 
war crimes, a similar tactic he used 
to “document” the alleged crimes 
committed against Jews during WWII. 
Interestingly, on April 7, The New 
York Times confirmed that Ukrainian 
troops had executed Russian POWs. 
On the same day, an NBC report 
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quoted a U.S. intelligence official as 

admitting that much of the infor- 

mation the U.S. media has been re- 

porting on the war—fed to them by 

the Pentagon—is “not that rock solid.”

Wanted: An American Version 
of Vladimir Putin to Save Us 
From the NWO Oligarchs

n 2014, I published a 
“Press TV” opinion piece 
headlined: “Putin Puts 
Fear of God in New 
World Order.” It began: 


In the wake of Crimea’s 
independence referendum, 
Hillary Clinton says Russian 
President Vladimir Putin is 
a “new Hitler.” Zbigniew Brze- 
zinski, former national secu- 
rity advisor, agrees, calling 
Putin not just another Hitler 
but also a thug, a menace, a 
Mafia gangster, and a Mus- 
solini. The Western main- 
stream media echoes this 
childish name-calling. 

Why is the whole Western 
foreign policy establishment 
so afraid of Putin? Because 
Putin is standing up against 
Western aggression—not only in 
Ukraine but also in Syria and Iran. 
Ongoing Western attempts to de- 
stabilize these and other countries 
are just the most recent examples 
of a decades-old pattern of aggres- 
sion. The long-term goal: Total de- 
struction of traditional nations and 
values and the creation of a New 
World Order global dictatorship. 


Today, the childish anti-Putin name- 
calling is rising to new heights of 
hysteria. The globalist New World 
Order oligarchs are aghast that Russia

can challenge the grip the global 
plutocracy has on the planet? 


is regaining sovereignty, reclaiming 
its traditional culture and asserting 
its legitimate national interests—in- 
cluding stopping NATO’s ongoing and 
overt war of aggression by any means 
necessary. 

The Western-dominated globalist 
oligarchy nearly destroyed Russia in 
the 1990s. They installed their drunken 
puppet Boris Yeltsin, “privatized” (i.e., 
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stole) nearly all of Russia’s 
wealth and collapsed its econ- 
omy. Russian men lost eight 
years of life expectancy, the 
equivalent of what happens to 
a country completely defeated 
and destroyed in an all-out war. 

After the neoliberal globalist 
oligarchs had burned Russia 
to the ground, it somehow 
arose, phoenix-like, from the 
ashes. At the helm, charting 
the course of Christian Russia’s 
rebirth, is Vladimir Putin. 

The key to Putin’s success 
was simple: clamp down on 
the oligarchs. During the 1990s, 
Russia’s oligarchs looted the 
country in service to Zionism 
and the New World Order— 
and to their own aspirations 
for power. Putin laid down the 
law: From now on, stay out of 
politics, keep your corruption 
within limits, and don’t harm Russia’s 
national interests. To show he meant 
business, Putin had Mikhail Khodor- 
kovsky and Vladimir Yevtushenkov, 
two of Russia’s richest oligarchs, im- 
prisoned for tax fraud and money 
laundering. 

Freed from the worst excesses of 
oligarchical parasitism, Putin rebuilt 
his country’s economy and, with it, 
its military. Russia’s abundant national 
resources were suddenly no longer 
open for looting. Like Saddam Hussein 
in Iraq, Muammar Qaddafi in Libya 
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“Oligarchs” is a term largely associated with Russia due to the rapacious plutocrats who took over large

and the guardians of the Islamic Re- 
public of Iran, Putin insisted that the 
people, not globalist oligarchs, should 
be the primary beneficiaries of his 
nation’s God-given wealth. 

The neoliberal oligarchs screamed 
bloody murder. In 2014 they hatched 
a plot to steal Sevastopol, Russia’s 
most important naval base, by spon- 
soring a coup d’état in Ukraine. When 
Putin pre-empted their plot by re- 
specting the wishes of the people of 
Crimea, as expressed in a referendum, 
to secede from Ukraine and join the 
Russian Federation, the oligarchs and 
their hideous harpies Hillary Clinton 
and Victoria Nuland went ballistic. 
They used their control over the pup- 
pet government in Kiev to launch a 
genocidal war against the Russian- 
speaking 40% of Ukraine. And they 
began arming Ukraine with NATO 
weapons, including possibly biological 
weapons. Crucially, they made it clear 
that Ukraine would join NATO and 
host American first-strike nuclear 
missiles on the Russia-Ukraine border, 
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which could reach Moscow in a matter 
of minutes. 

Putin said “nyet,” as any patriotic 
Russian leader would. He said it over 
and over, calmly laying out Russia’s 
legitimate security concerns. Finally, 
in January 2022—faced with a Uk- 
rainian mobilization to invade and 
exterminate the people of the Donbass 
and the rapid progress of NATO’s 
covert biological and projected nuclear 
weapons programs in Ukraine—Putin 
issued an ultimatum: “Negotiate in 
good faith or else.” The oligarch- 
owned West put its fingers in its ears. 
Putin was left with no choice but to 
solve the problem militarily. 

So, contrary to everything our oli- 
garch-owned media tell you, Putin’s 
leadership of Russia has been distin- 
guished by competence and courage. 
We need leadership like that here in 
the United States. 

What would an “American Putin” — 
a brave and competent leader who 
put the interests of ordinary Ameri- 
cans first—do first? Like Putin, he 
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would focus on defending his nation’s 
borders. He would forget about poli- 
cing the world. He would whip the 
oligarchs into submission. He would 
encourage a long-term effort to restore 
traditional spiritual and religious 
values.

Putin Explains His Rationale 
for the Invasion of Ukraine 


Alleges government in Ukraine was cultural, 
financial, military threat to Russian nation 
in February 2022 speech censored by West

Citizens of Russia, friends, 

I consider it necessary today to 
speak again about the tragic events 
in Donbass and the key aspects of 
ensuring the security of Russia. 

I will begin with what I said in my 
address on February 21, 2022. Ispoke 
about our biggest concerns and 
worries, and about the fundamental 
threats which irresponsible Western 
politicians created for Russia consis- 
tently, rudely and unceremoniously 
for decades. I am referring to the 
eastward expansion of NATO, which 
is moving its military infrastructure 
ever closer to the Russian border. 


NATO EXPANSION 


It is a fact that, over the past 30 
years, we have been patiently trying 
to come to an agreement with the 
leading NATO countries regarding 
the principles of equal and indivisible 
security in Europe. In response to 
our proposals, we invariably faced 
either cynical deception and lies or 
attempts at pressure and blackmail, 
while the North Atlantic alliance con- 
tinued to expand despite our protests 
and concerns. Its military machine is 
moving and, as I said, is approaching 
our very border. 
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VLADIMIR PUTIN 
Ordered invasion of Ukraine. 


Why is this happening? Where did 
this insolent manner of talking down 
from the height of their exceptional- 
ism, infallibility and all-permissiveness 
come from? What is the explanation 
for this contemptuous and disdainful 
attitude to our interests and absolutely 
legitimate demands? 

The answer is simple. Everything 
is clear and obvious. In the late 1980s, 
the Soviet Union grew weaker and 
subsequently broke apart. That ex- 
perience should serve as a good lesson 
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for us, because it has shown us that 
the paralysis of power and will is the 
first step toward complete degradation 
and oblivion. We lost confidence for 
only one moment, but it was enough 
to disrupt the balance of forces in 
the world. 


THE ARCHAIC WORLD ORDER 


As a result, the old treaties and 
agreements are no longer effective. 
Entreaties and requests do not help. 
Anything that does not suit the dom- 
inant state, the powers that be, is de- 
nounced as archaic, obsolete and use- 
less. At the same time, everything it 
regards as useful is presented as the 
ultimate truth and forced on others 
regardless of the cost, abusively and 
by any means available. Those who 
refuse to comply are subjected to 
strong-arm tactics. 

What I am saying now does not 
concern only Russia. Russia is not the 
only country that is worried about 
this. This has to do with the entire 
system of international relations, and 
sometimes even U.S. allies. The col- 
lapse of the USSR led to a redivision 
of the world, and the norms of inter- 
national law that developed by that 
time—and the most important of them, 
the fundamental norms that were 
adopted following WWII and largely 
formalized its outcome—came in the

way of those who declared themselves 
the winners of the Cold War. 

Of course, the practice of inter- 
national relations and the rules regu- 
lating them had to take into account 
the changes that took place in the 
world and in the balance of forces. 
However, this should have been done 
professionally, smoothly, patiently and 
with due regard and respect for the 
interests of all states and one’s own 
responsibility. Instead, we saw a state 
of euphoria created by the feeling of 
absolute superiority, a kind of modern 
absolutism, coupled with the low cul- 
tural standards and arrogance of those 
who formulated and pushed through 
decisions that suited only themselves. 
The situation took a different turn.

U.S. INTERVENTIONS FAIL 


There are many examples of this. 
First a bloody military operation was 
waged against Serbia without the UN 
Security Council's sanction, but with 
combat aircraft and missiles used in 
the heart of Europe. The bombing of 
peaceful cities and vital infrastructure 
went on for several weeks. I have to 
recall these facts, because some West- 
ern colleagues prefer to forget them. 
When we mentioned the event, they 
prefer to avoid speaking about inter- 
national law, instead emphasizing the 
circumstances which they interpret 
as ... necessary. 

Then came the turn of Iraq, Libya 
and Syria. The illegal use of military 
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power against Libya and the distortion 
of all the UN Security Council deci- 
sions on Libya ruined the state, created 
a huge seat of international terrorism, 
and pushed the country towards a 
humanitarian catastrophe, into the 
vortex of a civil war, which has con- 
tinued there for years. The tragedy, 
which was created for hundreds of 
thousands and even millions of people 
not only in Libya but in the whole re- 
gion, has led to a large-scale exodus 
from the Middle East and North Africa 
to Europe. 

A similar fate was also prepared 
for Syria. The combat operations con- 
ducted by the Western coalition in 
that country without the Syrian gov- 
ernment’s approval or UN Security 
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Council's sanction can only be defined 
as aggression and intervention. 

But the example that stands apart 
from the above events is, of course, 
the invasion of Iraq without any legal 
grounds. [The Americans] used the 
pretext of allegedly reliable infor- 
mation available in the United States 
about the presence of weapons of 
mass destruction in Iraq. To prove 
that allegation, the U.S. secretary of 
state held up a vial with white power, 
publicly, for the whole world to see, 
assuring the international community 
that it was a chemical warfare agent 
created in Iraq. It later turned out 
that all of that was a fake and a sham, 
and that Iraq did not have any chem- 
ical weapons. Incredible and shocking, 
but true. We witnessed lies made at 
the highest state level and voiced 
from the high UN rostrum. As a result, 
we saw a tremendous loss in human 
life, damage, destruction and a co- 
lossal upsurge of terrorism. 


AN EMPIRE OF LIES 


Overall, it appears that nearly ev- 
erywhere, in many regions of the 
world where the United States brought 
its “law and order,” this created bloody, 
festering wounds and the curse of 
international terrorism and extremism. 
Ihave only mentioned the most glaring 
but far from only examples of Western 
disregard for international law. 

This array includes promises not 
to expand NATO eastward, even by 
an inch. To reiterate: They have de- 
ceived us, or, to put it simply, they 
have played us. Sure, one often hears 
that politics is a dirty business. It 
could be, but it shouldn’t be as dirty 
as it is now, not to such an extent. 
This type of shady, con-artist behavior 
is contrary not only to the principles 
of international relations but also— 
and above all—to the generally ac- 
cepted norms of morality and ethics. 
Where is justice and truth here? Just 
lies and hypocrisy all around. 

Incidentally, U.S. politicians, po- 
litical scientists and journalists write 
and say that a veritable “Empire of 
Lies” has been created inside the 
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United States in recent years. It is 
hard to disagree with this—it is true. 
But one should not be modest about 
it: the United States is still a great 
country and a system-forming power. 
All its satellites not only humbly and 
obediently say “yes” to it and parrot 
it at the slightest pretext, but also im- 
itate its behavior and enthusiastically 
accept the rules it is offering them. 

Therefore, one can say with good 
reason and confidence that the whole 
so-called Western bloc formed by the 
United States in its own image and 
likeness is, in its entirety, the very 
same “Empire of Lies.” 

As for our country, after the dis- 
integration of the USSR, given the

entire unprecedented openness of 
the new, modern Russia, its readiness 
to work honestly with the United 
States and other Western partners, 
and its practically unilateral disarma- 
ment, they immediately tried to put 
the final squeeze on us, finish us off 
and utterly destroy us. This is how it 
was in the 1990s and the early 2000s, 
when the so-called collective West 
was actively supporting separatism 
and gangs of mercenaries in southern 
Russia. What victims, what losses we 
had to sustain and what trials we 
had to go through at that time before 
we broke the back of international 
terrorism in the Caucasus! We re- 
member this and will never forget. 
Properly speaking, the attempts 
to use us in their own interests never 
ceased. The West has sought to de- 
stroy our traditional values and force 
on us their false values that erode 
us—our people—from within. These 
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are attitudes they have been aggres- 
sively imposing on their countries, 
attitudes that are directly leading to 
degradation and degeneration because 
they are contrary to human nature. 
This is not going to happen here. No 
one has ever succeeded in doing this, 
nor will they succeed now. 

Despite all that, in December 2021, 
we made yet another attempt to reach 
an agreement with the United States 
and its allies on the principles of Eu- 
ropean security and NATO’s non-ex- 
pansion. Our efforts were in vain. 
America has not changed its position. 
It does not believe it necessary to 
agree with Russia on a matter that is 
critical for us. The United States is 
pursuing its own objectives, while 
neglecting our interests. 


MISTAKES OF THE PAST 


Of course, this situation begs a 
question: What next? What are we to 
expect? If history is any guide, we 
know that, in 1940 and early 1941, 
the Soviet Union went to great lengths 
to prevent war or at least delay its 
outbreak. To this end, the USSR 
sought not to provoke the potential 
aggressor until the very end by re- 
fraining or postponing the most urgent 
and obvious preparations it had to 
make to defend itself from an immi- 
nent attack. When it finally acted, it 
was too late. [Former Soviet military 
intelligence officer Viktor Suvorov 
and others, including American pro- 
fessor Sean McMeekin most recently, 
have demonstrated that the USSR 
was in fact preparing an all-out of- 
fensive invasion of Europe, which 
Hitler preempted in 1941.—Ed.] 

As a result, the country was not 
prepared to counter the invasion by 
Nazi Germany, which attacked our 
Motherland on June 22, 1941 without 
declaring war. The country stopped 
the enemy and went on to defeat it, 
but this came at a tremendous cost. 
The attempt to appease the aggressor 
ahead of the Great Patriotic War proved 
to be a mistake and came at a high 
cost for our people. In the first months 
after hostilities broke out, we lost vast 
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territories of strategic importance, as 
well as millions of lives. We will not 
make this mistake a second time. We 
have no right to do so. 


RUSSIA STILL POWERFUL 


Those who aspire to global dom- 
inance have publicly designated Rus- 
sia as their enemy. They did so with 
impunity. Make no mistake, they had 
no reason to act this way. It is true 
that they have considerable financial, 
scientific, technological and military 
capabilities. We are aware of this and 
have an objective view of the eco- 
nomic threats we have been hearing, 
just as our ability to counter this 
brash and never-ending blackmail. 
Let me reiterate that we have no illu- 
sions in this regard, and are extremely 
realistic in our assessments. 

As for military affairs, even after 
the dissolution of the USSR and losing 
a considerable part of its capabilities, 
today’s Russia remains one of the 
most powerful nuclear states. More- 
over, it has a certain advantage in 
several cutting-edge weapons. In this 
context, there should be no doubt 
for anyone that any potential aggres- 
sor will face defeat and ominous con- 
sequences should it directly attack 
our country. 

At the same time, technology, in- 
cluding in the defense sector, is chang- 
ing rapidly. One day there is one 
leader, and tomorrow another. But a 
military presence in territories bor- 
dering on Russia, if we permit it to 
go ahead, will stay for decades to 
come or maybe forever, creating an 
ever-mounting and totally unaccept- 
able threat for Russia. 


SITUATION MORE DANGEROUS 


Even now, with NATO’s eastward 
expansion, the situation for Russia 
has been becoming worse and more 
dangerous by the year. Moreover, 
these past days, NATO leadership has 
been blunt in its statements that they 
need to accelerate and step-up efforts 
to bring the alliance’s infrastructure 
closer to Russia’s borders. In other 
words, they have been toughening 
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their position. We cannot stay idle 
and passively observe these devel- 
opments. This would be an absolutely 
irresponsible thing to do for us. 

Any further expansion of the North 
Atlantic alliance’s infrastructure or 
ongoing efforts to gain a military 
foothold inside Ukrainian territory 
are unacceptable for us. Of course, 
the question is not about NATO itself. 
It merely serves as a tool of U.S. for- 
eign policy. The problem is that, in 
territories adjacent to Russia, which 
I have to note are our historical lands, 
a hostile “anti-Russia” is taking shape. 
Fully controlled from the outside, it 
is doing everything to attract NATO 
armed forces and obtain cutting-edge 
weapons. 


CONTAINING RUSSIA 


For the United States and its allies, 
it is a policy of containing Russia, 
with obvious geopolitical dividends. 
For our country, it is a matter of life 
and death; a matter of our historical 
future as a nation. This is not an ex- 
aggeration. This is a fact. It is not 
only a very real threat to our interests 
but to the very existence of our state 
and to its sovereignty. It is the red 
line that we have spoken about on 
numerous occasions. They have 
crossed it. 

This brings me to the situation in 
Donbass. We can see that the forces 
that staged the coup in Ukraine in 
2014 have seized power, are keeping 
it with the help of ornamental election 
procedures and have abandoned the 
path of a peaceful settlement of this 
conflict. For eight years—for eight 
endless years—we have been doing 
everything possible to settle the situ- 
ation by peaceful political means. 
Everything was in vain. ... 

You cannot look without compas- 
sion at what is happening there. It 
became impossible to tolerate it. We 
had to stop that atrocity, that genocide 
of the millions of people who live 
there and who pinned their hopes on 
Russia, on all of us. It is their aspira- 
tions, the feelings and pain of these 
people that were the main motivating

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force behind our decision to recognize 
the independence of the Donbass 
People’s Republics. 

I would like to additionally em- 
phasize the following. Focused on 
their own goals, the leading NATO 
countries are supporting the far-right 
nationalists and neo-Nazis in Ukraine, 
those who will never forgive the 
people of Crimea and Sevastopol for 
freely making a choice to reunite 
with Russia.

Moreover, [Ukrainian leaders] went 
as far as to aspire to acquire nuclear 
weapons.

I have already said that Russia 
accepted the new geopolitical reality 
after the dissolution of the USSR. We 
have been treating all new post-Soviet 
states with respect and will continue 
to act this way. We respect and will 
respect their sovereignty, as proven 
by the assistance we provided to Ka- 
zakhstan when it faced a challenge 
to its statehood and integrity. 

However, Russia cannot feel safe, 
develop, and exist while facing a per- 
manent threat from the territory of 
today’s Ukraine. 

Let me remind you that, in 2000- 
2005, we used our military to push 
back against terrorists in the Caucasus 
and stood up for the integrity of our 
state. We preserved Russia. In 2014, 
we supported the people of Crimea 
and Sevastopol. In 2015, we used our 
armed forces to create a reliable 
shield that prevented terrorists from 
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Syria from penetrating Russia. This 
was a matter of defending ourselves. 
We had no other choice. 

The same is happening today. They 
did not leave us any other option for 
defending Russia and our people, 
other than the one we are forced to 
use today. In these circumstances, 
we have to take bold and immediate 
action. The people’s republics of Don- 
bass have asked Russia for help. 

In this context, in accordance with 
Article 51 (Chapter VID) of the UN 
Charter, with permission of Russia’s 
Federation Council, and in execution 
of the treaties of friendship and mutual 
assistance with the Donetsk People’s 
Republic and the Lugansk People’s 
Republic, ratified by the Federal As-

sembly on February 22, I made a 
decision to carry out a special military 
operation. 

The purpose of this operation is 
to protect people who, for eight years 
now, have been facing humiliation 
and genocide perpetrated by the Kiev 
regime. To this end, we will seek to 
demilitarize and de-Nazify Ukraine, 
as well as bring to trial those who 
perpetrated numerous bloody crimes 
against civilians, including against 
citizens of the Russian Federation. 

It is not our plan to occupy Uk- 
rainian territory. We do not intend to 
impose anything on anyone by force. 
At the same time, we have been hear- 
ing an increasing number of state- 
ments coming from the West that 
there is no need any more to abide 
by the documents approved after 
World War II, as signed by the totali- 
tarian Soviet regime. How can we re- 
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spond to that? 

The sacrifices our people had to 
make to defeat Nazism in World War 
II are sacred. This does not contradict 
the high values of human rights and 
freedoms in the reality that emerged 
over the postwar decades. This does 
not mean that nations cannot enjoy 
the right to self-determination. This 
is enshrined in Article 1 of the UN 
Charter. 

Let me remind you that the people 
living in territories that are part of 
today’s Ukraine were not asked how 
they want to build their lives when 
the USSR was created or after World 
War II. Freedom guides our policy, 
the freedom to choose independently 
our future and the future of our chil- 
dren. We believe that all the peoples 
living in today’s Ukraine, anyone who 
wants to do this, must be able to 
enjoy this right to make a free choice. 


MESSAGE TO THE PEOPLE 


In this context, I would like to ad- 
dress the citizens of Ukraine. In 2014, 
Russia was obliged to protect the 
people of Crimea and Sevastopol from 
those who you yourself call “nats.” 
The people of Crimea and Sevastopol 
made their choice in favor of being 
with their historical homeland, Russia, 
and we supported their choice. As I 
said, we could not act otherwise. 

The current events have nothing 
to do with a desire to infringe on the 
interests of Ukraine and the Ukrainian 
people. They are connected with the 
defense of Russia from those who 
have taken Ukraine hostage and are 
trying to use it against our country 
and our people. 

I reiterate: We are acting to defend 
ourselves from the threats created 
against us and from a worse peril 
than what is happening now. I am 
asking you, however hard this may 
be, to understand this and to work 
together with us so as to turn this 
tragic page as soon as possible and 
to move forward together. We cannot 
allow anyone to interfere in our affairs 
and our relations. We will do what 
we must independently, so as to create 
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a favorable environment so that we 
can overcome all of these challenges. 
This will strengthen us from within 
as a single whole, despite the exis- 
tence of state borders. I believe in 
this, in our common future. 

I would also like to address the 
military personnel of the Ukrainian 
Armed Forces. 

Comrade officers, 

Your fathers, grandfathers and 
great-grandfathers did not fight the 
Nazi occupiers and did not defend 
our common Motherland to allow to- 
day’s neo-Nazis to seize power in 
Ukraine. You swore the oath of alle- 
giance to the Ukrainian people and 
not to the junta, the people’s adversary 
that is plundering Ukraine and hu- 
miliating the Ukrainian people. 

I urge you to refuse to carry out 
their criminal orders. I urge you to 
immediately lay down arms and go 
home. I will explain what this means: 
The military personnel of the Uk- 
rainian army who do this will be able 
to freely leave the zone of hostilities 
and return to their families. 

I want to emphasize again that all 
responsibility for the possible blood- 
shed will lie fully and wholly with 
the ruling Ukrainian regime. 

I would now like to say something 
very important for those who may 
be tempted to interfere in these de- 
velopments from the outside. No 
matter who tries to stand in our way 
or create threats for our country and 
our people, they must know that Rus- 
sia will respond immediately. The 
consequences will be such as you 
have never seen in your entire history. 
No matter how the events unfold, 
we are ready. All the necessary deci- 
sions in this regard have been taken. 
I hope that my words will be heard. 

Citizens of Russia, the culture and 
values, experience and traditions of 
our ancestors invariably provided a 
powerful underpinning for the well- 
being and the very existence of entire 
states and nations, their success and 
viability. Of course, this directly de- 
pends on the ability to quickly adapt 
to constant change, maintain social 
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cohesion, and the readiness to con- 
solidate and summon all available 
forces in order to move forward. 

We always need to be strong, but 
this strength can take on different 
forms. The “Empire of Lies ” that I 
mentioned in the beginning of my 
speech proceeds in its policy primarily 
from base, direct force. This is when 
the saying about being “all brawn 
and no brains” applies. 

We all know that having justice 
and truth on our side is what makes 
us truly strong. If this is the case, it 
would be hard to disagree with the 
fact that it is our strength and our 
readiness to fight that are the bedrock 
of independence and sovereignty. 
These provide the necessary foun- 
dation for building a reliable future 
for your home, your family and your 
Motherland. 

Dear compatriots, 

I am certain that devoted soldiers 
and officers of Russia’s armed forces 
will perform their duty with profes- 
sionalism and courage. I have no 
doubt that the government institutions 
at all levels and specialists will work 
effectively to guarantee the stability 
of our economy, financial system and 
social wellbeing, and the same applies 
to corporate executives and the entire 
business sector. I hope that all parlia- 
mentary parties and civil society take 
a consolidated, patriotic position. 

At the end of the day, the future 
of Russia is in the hands of its multi- 
ethnic people, as has always been 
the case in our history. This means 
that the decisions that I made will be 
executed, that we will achieve the 
goals we have set and reliably guar- 
antee the security of our Motherland.

Leon Degrelle’s The Burning Souls is now available in English. Born to 
a Belgian family in the year 1906, Degrelle rose to prominence as a 
newspaper editor and head of the militant monarchist, Catholic and 
anti-communist Parti Rexiste.

The Ukraine-Russia War: 
Cutting to the Chase 


What was really going on inside Zelensky’s Ukraine 
that made Putin think an invasion was imperative?

he North Atlantic Treaty 

Organization (NATO) is a 

self-evident front for the 

United States government. 

All European nations in 
the alliance are Uncle Sam’s inden- 
tured puppets. Because Ukrainian 
politics have always been among the 
most deeply corrupt on Earth, even 
NATO consistently denied member- 
ship to Ukraine for fear the contending 
criminal syndicates that run that 
brazenly exploited country would use 
advanced weapons against one 
another in gang warfare that could 
potentially spill over its borders into 
regional conflicts. 

That very real concern was 
abruptly put aside, however, in June 
2021, when NATO Secretary General 
Jens Stoltenberg stated that Ukraine 
would be put on a path to NATO 
membership regardless of what Russia 
had to say.

“every nation has the right to choose 
its own path.”

viewed as an existential threat. 
After nearly 200 years, the Monroe 
Doctrine still forbids any hostile for- 
eign power from acquiring a forward 
operating base neighboring on or 
even in the general vicinity of the 
North American continent. Just as 
the Soviets were forced out of Cuba 
during the Cuban missile crisis under 
the John F. Kennedy administration, 
so, today, the establishment of Com- 
munist China's armed forces in either 
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Canada or Mexico would be unthink- 
able and forbidden. So, too, is the 
imminent placement of modern 
weapon systems in Ukraine a blatant 
threat to Russia—a flagrant act of 
aggression—that no other nation in 
the world, faced with a similar situ- 
ation, would accept. 

To not have responded as Russian 
President Vladimir Putin did in Feb- 
ruary, cide, tantamount to surren- 
dering to foreign coercion without a 
fight. Stoltenberg and his ilk certainly 
knew they had backed Putin into a 
corner from which he could escape 
only by recourse to military action. 
It is clear, then, that they were directly 
responsible for a war they wanted 
and made as unavoidable as it was 
inevitable. 

Years earlier, current President 
Joe Biden and his scandal-plagued 
son Hunter were infamously impli- 
cated in underhanded financial deal- 
ings with Kiev’s party bosses and or- 
ganized crime figures. The Ukrainian 
capital was known worldwide as a 
playground and rich pasture for oli- 
garchs and high-profile influence ped- 
dlers, where law enforcement au- 
thorities and politicians were mostly 
on the take, illicit cash flowed like 
running water and everything and ev- 
eryone had a price tag. 

Many if not most of the corporate 
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or government thieves are not even 
Ukrainians. According to The New 
York Times, Ukraine is “the only coun- 
try outside of Israel where the heads 
of state [President Volodymyr Zelensky] 
and government [Prime Minister Vo- 
lodymyr Groysman] are Jewish.” They 
dominate a government characterized 
by Ukrainian Gen.-Col. Yan Kazemi- 
rovich as “essentially a Jewish affair.” 
According to the Institute for Jewish 
Policy Research, “Ukraine now has 
the world’s third- or fourth-largest 
Jewish community, but estimates of 
its size vary wildly, ranging from 120,000 
to 400,000 people, depending on who 
is counting.” 

As such, the whole country had 
become a kind of transnational Las 
Vegas. There, oligarchs, mobsters, 
major-league criminals and Ukrainian 
versions of Jeffrey Epstein or Bernie 
Madoff flourish in their own element, 
making some of their biggest invest- 
ments, from cocaine peddling and 
sex trafficking, to illegal arms swindles 
and espionage for profit. 

The threatened loss of these lucra- 
tive investments suddenly endangered 
by foreign invasion was and is the 
sole impetus behind the unilateral 
demonization of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin by all news media and 
government authorities throughout 
the entire Western world. They are 
often the same faceless manipulators 
of public opinion up to their necks in 
Ukrainian corruption. 

Putin only decided to act following 
NATO’s attempt to admit Ukraine, 
but especially after seeing America’s 
disastrous withdrawal from Afghani- 
stan in August 2021. That humiliating 
display of military incompetence con- 
vinced him that the U.S. Armed Forces 
were, in the words of his Soviet pred- 
ecessor, “too liberal to fight.” They 
had been fatally distracted by Critical 
Race Theory, systemic racism, Black 
Lives Matter grievances, gender dis- 
crimination, gay pride and other forms 
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of political correctness, and were too 
weak, therefore, to interfere with Pu- 
tin’s plans for Ukraine. 

In Putin’s view, Ukraine had be- 
come a backed-up toilet overflowing 
with an excess of Western degeneracy, 
threatening Russian society with con- 
tamination.

The Donbass Rebellion 
and the New World Order 


An analysis of the eastern Ukrainian region comprising 
the new People’s Republics of Donetsk and Lugansk 


A pro-Russian separatist move- 
ment in a relatively remote and largely 
unknown region of eastern Ukraine 
has led to a major realignment of the 
international political order, demon- 
strating, once again, the power and 
significance of nationalism in an era 
of globalization.

krainian nationalism has 
been one of the most 
heartbreaking failures of 
recent decades. Twice, 
Ukrainian nationalists 
have been fooled into believing the 
West was their champion. In 2004 
and again in 2014, Western-financed 
violence and riots brought in govern- 
ments that were nothing more than 
collection agencies for Western capital. 
Ukraine has now fallen to the level 
of Gambia or the Ivory Coast in eco- 
nomic terms. Her potential has been 
destroyed and her public morale— 
even before the invasion—is low. 
Today, the Ukrainian government, 
installed as a result of violent protests 
organized from the American Embassy, 
has neither legitimacy nor money. 
Her economy is entirely based on 
foreign aid, and this is guaranteed to 
the extent Kiev postures as the main 
force against Russia in the east. The 
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moment the West seems to tire of 
writing checks, warnings of “an im- 
minent Russian invasion” appear in 
the Western press. 

That was the case at least until 
February 24 of this year, when Russian 
President Vladimir Putin initiated a 
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“special military operation” against 
Ukraine after recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Donetsk and Lugansk 
People’s Republics in the pro-Russian 
Donbass region of Ukraine, a move 
which has had major ramifications 
for not only Eastern Europe but the 
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The 2014 Maidan Revolution led to the ousting of the democratically elected Russian-leaning president of 
Ukraine, Viktor Yanukovych. Many of the instigators of the uprising had ties to the West, especially the 
United States through the National Endowment for Democracy and other subversive anti-Russian, pro- 
Western NGOs operating in Ukraine. A leaked 2014 phone call between Victoria Nuland, a longtime State 
Department operative and anti-Russian fanatic, and then-U.S. Ambassador to Ukraine Geoffrey Pyatt dem- 
onstrates overt U.S. involvement and interference in Ukrainian internal political affairs. 


entire international world order, long 
dominated by the petrodollar and U.S. 
economic, political and military hege- 
mony. The Donbass rebellion and its 
aftermath has already upset the liberal 
American-centric world order. It may 
prove to be its death knell. 


THE RIOTS OF 2014 


As is well-known, the violence of 
the Maidan protesters in 2014 over- 
whelmed the police forces. A variety 
of political dissidents and trouble- 
makers, many of whom were financed, 
trained and backed by the West, in- 
cluding the National Endowment for 
Democracy (long viewed as a CIA 
front organization), used the Maidan 
Square in central Kiev as their rallying 
point and occupation zone. The U.S. 
embassy was giving away Captigon, 
a strong amphetamine and painkiller 
that permitted protesters to withstand 
tear gas and truncheons, according 
to eyewitnesses. 

The violence of the Kiev riots sur- 
passes anything this author has seen 
in riots from South Korea to Northern 
Ireland. Police were strangely hesitant 


to defend themselves, even when their 
lives were in danger. The army was 
never called in. 

Shockingly, the United States was 
claiming the Maidan protests were 
peaceful and only the separatists in 
the eastern Donbass region were vi- 
olent. The American press and gov- 
ernment were merely making up facts 
to suit their agenda, knowing that 
there were very few that could dispute 
them. Since Ukraine is largely un- 
known territory for even well-edu- 
cated Americans, the press and the 
then-Obama administration could say 
whatever they wanted and make up 
whatever they pleased. 

Jen Psaki, then a U.S. State De- 
partment spokeswoman, demonstrated 
the utter hypocrisy of the position of 
the U.S. government in a press briefing 
in April 2014, saying in part: 


We absolutely reject the com- 
ments by the Donetsk separatists 
that the evacuation of their forces 
is contingent upon Maidan activ- 
ities ending their legal and peaceful 
protests. You know where we 
stand on the legitimacy of the 


government of Ukraine. You know 
where we stand on these claims 
that there was a coup, which we 
completely disagree with. There’s 
no parallel whatsoever between 
the armed and illegal seizures of 
government buildings, streets and 
public spaces in eastern Ukraine, 
which are clearly covered by the 
accord from yesterday, and the 
legal and peaceful protests.! 


April 5 and May 1, 2014 were the 
heart of the Maidan debacle. Elements 
of the junta, governors appointed 
from Kiev, moved southeast to the 
pro-Russian Donbass region to take 
the profitable firms there and sell 
them off to the West to pay debts. 
The workers there quickly organized 
arevolt leading to an armed uprising. 
Russian volunteers, especially Cos- 
sacks, quickly came to the aid of the 
Donbass and reinforced their armed 
forces. Earlier, on March 16, a refer- 
endum in Crimea voted overwhel- 
mingly (more than 95%) to rejoin Rus- 
sia, as the population there had always 
been pro-Russian. 

Early May was the first failed at- 
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tempt by Kiev to retake the area from 
the pro-Russian separatists who 
viewed the regime in Kiev as entirely 
corrupt and wholly illegitimate. In 
response, a group of thugs burned 
alive more than 40 pro-Russian sym- 
pathizers in Odessa on the same day 
as the failed invasion. 

While legitimate referenda were 
the norm in the Donbass and Crimea, 
in Kiev the billionaire oligarch Petro 
Poroshenko, who was determined to 
align Ukraine with the West and the 
European Union (EU), was essentially 
appointed president by Western 
bankers who held Ukraine’s debt. 
Russian gas chief Alexei Miller warned 
little had been paid on Ukraine’s gas 
bill. Russia offered a loan to Ukraine 
to assist them since, by early April, 
Ukrainian economic production had 
come to a halt. Foreign aid was her 
only means of staying afloat. 

As with the protests of 2004, all 
promises made by the leaders of the 
coup were immediately discarded and 
broken. In Kiev, the new government 
decreed 20-40% cost increases on pub- 
lic transportation. Prices went up by 
about 30% the first week. Most hospi- 
tals operated at 20-30% capacity. Vol- 
unteers were needed to staff what re- 
mained. Hot water and heating prices 
went up 65%. The Ministry of Finance 
of Ukraine admitted that drug prices 
increased by 60-70% in the country in 
the first week of the junta. 

To cover for this, Ukrainian media 
continued fanning anti-Russian hys- 
teria and intimidation. Typical head- 
lines from the online news agency 
“UNIAN” (owned by the Jewish oli- 
garch Igor Kolomoisky, who later fi- 
nanced current Ukrainian President 
Volodymyr Zelensky’s presidential 
campaign) screamed: “Russia in- 
structed the separatists to kill 100- 
200 people” and that “Kievans should 
construct bomb shelters” due to the 
alleged invasion of Ukraine.” 

Kolomoisky was the governor of 
the Dnepropetrovsk region at the 
time and promised $10,000 for each 
Donbass separatist soldier or sym- 
pathizer killed. Oleg Tsarev was the 
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coordinator of the southeast resist- 
ance in Ukraine based in Donetsk, 
one of the largest cities in the Donbass 
region. The oligarch Kolomoisky was 
paying mercenaries to attack the sep- 
aratists, since most of the Ukrainian 
army fled or went over to the rebels. 
Kiev was promising anti-Russian mi- 
litia members $100,000 and more to 
attack separatist positions, while the 
Ukrainian General Staff in Kiev wrote 
themselves bonuses amounting to 10 
million hyrvna ($340,000 U.S.). 
About 5,000 Ukrainians a day were 
applying for visas to move to Russia. 
Putin and Dmitry Medvedev sought 
cooperation to rebuild the moribund 
Ukrainian economy. To help the de- 
fenders of the Donbass region, miners 
organized themselves into three bat- 
talions of 200 people each. The polit-

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ical leadership of the Donetsk People’s 
Republic announced the creation of 
a “people’s army” and the beginning 
of the preparation for a referendum 
to be held on May 11. 

Ukrainian authorities soon began 
an “anti-terrorist operation” in Slav- 
yansk. The operation began after a 
confidential visit to Kiev by CIA Di- 
rector John Brennan. The Ukrainian 
military and its allies struggled to 
make progress against the pro-Russian 
separatists. To cover for Ukrainian 
defeats, the story of a “Russian inva- 
sion” was then invented. It was pro- 
moted and repeated without evidence. 

Ukraine then began plans to na- 
tionalize Russian assets. Public debt 
was now 60% of GDP, though the real 
figure was likely higher. Much of Kiev 
saw regular power outages. Rovno 
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and other nuclear plants were shut 
down for lack of personnel and money 
to operate them. In the mining and 
metallurgy industries, the decline in 
production was about 11%; in the 
chemical industry, production was 
down by 5%; in engineering, almost 
20%. Gas prices increased by an ad- 
ditional 20% in March 2014. 

The Kiev government then began 
a round up and execution of its 
enemies. From January to February 
2014, 5,172 were executed in Kiev 
prisons; 10,000 were killed immedi- 
ately after the coup and another 5,000 
in March. Kiev cut off the canal sup- 
plying fresh water to Crimea’s farmers, 
ruining their harvest. Strikes in in- 
dustrial centers and mines in western 
Ukraine turned pro-Russian. 

The government in Kiev began 
asking for donations to finance the 
army. Food prices rose by an average 
of 25% in Kiev, closing about 50 res- 
taurants and cafes. Retailers recog- 
nized that food consumption had de- 
creased by about 20%, manufactured 
goods by 40-50%. Businesses were 
trying to reduce prices, but it did not 
help. In response, the United States 
financed legislative bills and a televi- 
sion propaganda blitz to legalize same- 
sex marriage. The Red Cross was not 
permitted to inspect Kiev’s prisons. 

In 2009, the electricity produced 
in Ukraine was about 40% of the last 
year of the Soviet Union, 1991. Agri- 
cultural production of meat and dairy 
products was 56% and 53% less than 
that level respectively. Steel produc- 
tion collapsed entirely. Basic house- 
hold appliances did, too. Since its in- 
dependence, Ukraine had lost 40% of 
its equity capital and 60% of its fixed 
asset investment disappeared. Uk- 
raine’s heavy industry, chemical and 
mechanical engineering and light in- 
dustry largely disappeared, except in 
the Donbass. Oil transit was reduced 
to 25% of its 1989 level. About half of 
the industry in the Donbass had been 
damaged in the war. Five major Kiev 
banks went bankrupt. In May 2014, 
gas went up another 75%. Major pro- 
tests in western Ukraine erupted over

unpaid wages and high fuel costs. 
Pavel Gubarev, who declared him- 
self the “people’s governor” of the 
Donetsk region in March 2014, stated 
that the main reason for the devel- 
opment of the “Donbass Idea,” or in- 
dependence from the Kiev regime, 
was the nature of the second Orange 
Revolution in 2014. Its purpose was 
to sell Ukraine off to pay debts and 
to pocket the cash for the corrupt 
oligarchs plundering the nation. 


WESTERN POLICY IN THE REGION 


The Donbass and the so-called 
“southern Russian regions of Ukraine” 
are directly interested in the devel- 
opment of economic and cultural re- 
lations with the Russian Federation. 
This is due primarily to the fact that 
these areas hold much of Ukrainian 
industry and production which ne- 
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cessitate the search for new markets 
and new sources of raw materials, 
which are much more prevalent and 
accessible via Russia and its Eurasian 
allies. Looking westward toward Kiev 
and western Ukraine, as both a market 
and resource base, is insufficient for 
the Donbass region. 

On the other hand, western Uk- 
raine is an extremely favorable transit 
position. Western Ukrainian regions 
do not require close relations with 
Russia. On the contrary, Russia has 
traditionally sought to establish con- 
tacts with the business world in Lviv 
and Uzhgorod in order to secure fa 
vorable conditions for transit of raw 
materials elsewhere. This means that 
the disintegration processes, the pro- 
cesses of regionalization and isolation 
of the individual industrial regions 
occurring since 1990, directly con- 
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tradict the fundamental economic in- 
terests of the Donbass. 

The Ukrainian political elite, from 
communists to nationalists, have used 
and continue to use the idea of na- 
tional independence for the purposes 
of the uncontrolled plunder of their 
own people. Therefore, the problem 
with pro-Russian eastern regions re- 
joining or even aligning with Russia 
in the minds of Kiev’s political lead- 
ership is directly related to the ques- 
tion of their own responsibility for 
crimes committed. 

Since the middle of the 1990s, this 
author has stated that Russia and 
Russia alone possesses the people, 
tradition, territory and self-reliance 
to be the brake on the New World 
Order, or the plans of capital to destroy 
all national and regional borders. Uk- 
rainian independence, while justifiable 
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on theoretical grounds, fails on eco- 
nomic grounds. It is distorted by the 
desire of the United States and the 
United Kingdom (UK) to maintain 
Ukraine as a force against Russia and, 
hence, to maintain globalization at its 
present pace. 

The goal of the Western powers 
is to oust Russia from the Black Sea 
basin and to eliminate its influence 
on developments in the Mediterranean 
and in Central Europe. Russia also 
had to be removed from the Caucasus, 
which explains the Western backing 
of separatist efforts in the Muslim 
autonomous regions in the late 1990s. 

The United States needs a strong 
hand in Eastern Europe, the Black 
Sea, the Mediterranean, at the mouth 
of the Danube and in the Balkans, as 
well as in transit routes of raw mate- 
rials (including energy commodities) 
from the Caspian basin and Central 
Asia to Europe. Strengthening the 
U.S. position in these areas comes 
only by weakening the position of 
the Russians in these areas, or at 
least that’s how the situation is viewed 
in Washington, London and Brussels. 
The Anglo-Saxons traditionally have 
sought to isolate Russia from the 
countries of Europe, and an inde- 
pendent, Western-leaning Ukraine 
serves their interests perfectly. There- 
fore, the conservation of Ukraine as 
an economically insolvent, culturally 
backward but legally independent 
state is meeting the “vital interests” 
of the U.S. and her allies in the West.* 

But the fact is that Ukraine is a 
failed state. That was evident in 1993. 
Her system collapsed before the first 
Orange Revolution financed by the 
U.S. in 2004 and has been sustained 
solely with aid from the West ever 
since. No one denies that it is intensely 
corrupt and has a non-functioning 
economy. The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), of course, has been 
working with the U.S. to sell off 
what’s left of Ukraine to the banking 
cartel. The regime in Kiev exists only 
with foreign money and is thus under 
foreign control. Ukraine is today an 
experiment in the privatization not 
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just of assets, but of state sovereignty, 
itself. Organized crime has taken over, 
and smaller revolts—such as the up- 
rising in Bessarabia—are breaking 
out with little media coverage." 


WESTERN DEMANDS FOR WAR 


One of the most bizarre devel- 
opments in American foreign policy 
in recent memory is the constant de- 
mand for war with China and Russia, 
two rising superpowers increasingly 
operating independently of the Amer- 
ican-backed international order. No 
one is entirely sure what either nation 
has done to deserve this. Generally, 
the media and political establishment 
hysterically insist that Russia is an 
“aggressor” nation, particularly in 
light of the special military operation 
launched against Ukraine in February 
2022 that flaunts the “rules and norms” 
of international relations, while China 
is denounced as a systemic abuser 
of human rights and a thief of indus- 
trial and technological innovations 
in the West, highly hypocritical claims, 
in fact. 

The cause of this bizarre hysteria 
is not difficult to grasp. In liberal de- 
mocracies, politics is a form of en- 
tertainment. Real power lies with 
banks, energy firms, finance and 
media and entertainment giants. In 
fact, American politics ceases to make 
any sense at all unless one looks at 
both the global and the domestic eco- 
nomic situation. 

Russia (and China, for that matter) 
is a “threat” worthy of a major war 
because it refuses to abide by Amer- 
ican dictates and commands. Since 
the collapse of the Soviet Union, Rus- 
sia has genuinely attempted to work 
cooperatively and respectfully with 
the West, including the United States, 
only to be disrespected, ignored and 
denigrated, all in an effort to under- 
mine Russia’s rise on the world stage 
and sabotage her dealings with other 
major international players. 

The simple fact of the matter is 
that the American-dominated inter- 
national order is losing its legitimacy 
and has largely sabotaged the very 
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foundation upon which it was built. 
The decadent, decaying and degen- 
erate Western powers are rapidly 
crumbling, an ugly reality Western 
political and financial elites wish to 
ignore, hide or deny. Some of the 
more extreme elements in the Western 
political establishment have even 
threatened to launch World War III 
in order to maintain their international 
hegemony—a frightening prospect, 
to say the least. 

Moscow and Beijing, however, 
clearly recognize this fact and have 
developed a close, mutually beneficial 
relationship that has grown much 
stronger recently. Russia and China 
“believe that their alliance gives them 
such dominance, such power on the 
massive Eurasian landmass, that they 
can prevail, that they can not only 
dominate the landmass, they can dom- 
inate international politics,” says Al- 
fred McCoy, a professor of history at 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison 
and a respected geopolitical com- 
mentator. He explained in late March: 


In essence, they are pursuing a 
geopolitical strategy to break U.S. 
control over the Eurasian landmass, 
and thereby break U.S. global power. 
They think that they are witnessing 
the birth, the historic birth, of a 
New World Order in which the great 
global hegemon, the United States, 
which has dominated the world for 
the past 70 years—will see its global 
power broken and its dominance 
over Eurasia, something the United 
States has maintained since the 
start of the Cold War in the early 
1950s, coming also to an end. 


Following Russia’s invasion of Uk- 
raine, the United States and its allies 
have enacted a variety of economic 
sanctions against Russia, many of its 
top political and business leaders, 
entire industries and corporations 
and its export commodities, which, 
in essence, amounts to a form of eco- 
nomic warfare. President Joe Biden 
and other Western officials insist the 
measures are designed to punish the 
Russian regime, preventing them from 
carrying on their military operation

Putin has described the Russian people as a “state-forming 
people,” underscoring their history of influencing the culture, pol- 
itics and economic foundations of the regions where large pop- 
ulations of ethnic Russians reside. Western media portray all Rus- 
sians as brutes, particularly following the invasion of Ukraine. 


in Ukraine while severely impacting 
their domestic economy. The meas- 
ures, however, have largely backfired 
and have only undermined and dele- 
gitimized not only the political and 
economic position of the Western 
powers, but their very currencies and 
the status of the dollar as the world’s 
reserve currency. 

In a move that will have major re- 
percussions on international financial 
and currency markets, Putin an- 
nounced in late March 2022 that Russia 
would only accept payment in Russian 
rubles for its natural gas, which is 
sold extensively in Europe. Other 
major players in international energy 
markets, including the oil-rich gulf 
states in the Middle East, China and 
India, have announced plans for trad- 
ing oil and other high-demand com- 
modities in rubles, yuans and poten- 
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tially other non-Western currencies. 
This could end up destroying the 
petrodollar system that has dominated 
international energy markets—and 
nations—for decades. 

Russian Finance Minister Anton 
Siluanov has stated that roughly $300 
billion worth of foreign reserves held 
by Russia in Western institutions have 
been frozen with Russia being unable 
to access them as a result of the 
Western-imposed sanctions. Many 
commentators have seen this move 
as a confiscation of Russian foreign 
reserves. This, in essence amounts 
to a theft of Russian assets at worst 
or a default on Western obligations 
to Russia at best. 

“The United States and the EU 
have practically defaulted on their 
obligations before Russia,” Putin stated 
in late March. “Some have suspected 
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this, but now everyone in the world 
knows that obligations in [U.S.] dollars 
and euros can be left unfulfilled.” 

Given the economic warfare being 
waged against Russia by the West, 
Putin insisted it “makes no sense any- 
more” to sell Russian goods and com- 
modities for dollars or euros to the 
U.S., EU members or any other hostile 
nation. Putin promised that Russia is 
embarking upon a path to “stop using 
all compromised currencies for trans- 
actions.” 

Speaking to Russian officials, Putin 
described the sanctions as “unlawful 
decisions to freeze Russian assets,” 
and went on to argue that the “West 
has de facto destroyed the credibility 
of its currencies.” 

Putin further argued that Western 
nations “are using economic, financial, 
trade and other sanctions against 
Russia as weapons,” and noted that 
“these sanctions have backfired in 
Europe and in the United States, 
where prices of gasoline, energy and 
food have shot up, and jobs in the in- 
dustries associated with the Russian 
market have been cut.” 

Joe Biden and other Western 
leaders incessantly blame Russia for 
rising inflation, rising energy costs 
and other economic maladies, failing 
to recognize that their own misguided 
policies are causing significant damage 
and harm to their own economies. 

“Do not shift the blame on us and 
do not accuse our country of every- 
thing that goes wrong in your coun- 
tries,” Putin stated in a direct dig at 
Biden and other Western leaders. 

“The illegitimate freezing of some 
of the currency reserves of the Bank 
of Russia marks the end of the reli- 
ability of so-called first-class assets,” 
Putin explained, referring to West- 
ern-backed financial arrangements 
and institutions. He added: 


In fact, the U.S. and the EU have 
defaulted on their obligations to 
Russia. Now everybody knows that 
financial reserves can simply be 
stolen. And many countries in the 
immediate future may begin—I am 
sure this is what will happen—to 


convert their paper and digital assets 
into real reserves of raw materials, 
land, food, gold and other real assets 
which will only result in more short- 
ages in these markets. 


The incessant Western demands 
for a potential World War IIT scenario 
can only be viewed as a desperate 
and quite pathetic attempt at main- 
taining Western political, financial 
and economy hegemony.

come is yet another remarkable aspect 
of the nationalist struggle for inde- 
pendence, self-determination and, ul- 
timately, dignity and respect on the 
world stage. 


THE IDEOLOGY OF NEW RUSSIA 


The political theory of Novorossiya 
(New Russia) is worth noting at some 
length. Its constitution states: 


The Republic of New Russia 
is a social state and has under its 
jurisdiction national land, nation- 
alized property, as well as all min- 
eral resources, production facil- 
ities, farmland—possibly leased 
to entrepreneurs for a limited time 
... but never to create the possi- 
bility of large monopoly conglom- 
erates. (Article VIII, section 3; 
translation by the author) 


This means that strategic resources 
cannot be privatized. They are the 
property of the state and, ideally, the 
whole people. To sell these resources 
would be to sell the sovereignty of 
the state. To this end: 


In New Russia, there will be 
no monopoly on social institutions 
such as a party monopoly or pres- 
idential autocracy that would con- 
trol and destroy all other admin- 
istrative institutions, leading to 
dictatorship, as it did in Nazi Ger- 
many or the Soviet Union under 
Josef Stalin. This leads to a change 
of constitutional power and the 
loss of the legal authority of all 
state bodies. The oligarchy in Uk- 
raine, from the clans created dur- 
ing privatization, is also forbidden. 
(Article XV) 


The free-market ideology is myth- 
ical. It assumes social conditions that 
can never be replicated. It, like so 
many of the scientific theories of the 
Enlightenment, assumes a vacuum. 
The reality is that the market was 
forced on Russia and Ukraine that 
already had people in power. There- 
fore, they were the ones who had the 
resources to dominate it. Market 
thinking implies that all are equal at 
the time the system is imposed. With- 
out this assumption, it fails. Article 
XXI is even harsher: 


Priority is given to international 
laws and regulations if they do 
not contradict the development 
of public, social, cultural, ideo- 
logical, economic and other moral 
relations of the Republic of New 
Russia, as international laws have 
morally declined in their economic, 
political, ideological preferences 
and programs in advocating a bru- 
tal, vicious, oligarchic system of 
competition and profit. 

Promoting a rigid system, an 
evil oligarchical, competitive idea 
of self-interest and gain, encour- 
ages all of society toward com- 
petitive relations for survival. 

However, the Republic of New 
Russia will not survive if compe- 
tition within and among countries 
is the goal. Regardless of existing 
provisions of international legal 
instruments and agreements, they 
are given sanction only when they 
harmonize their economies with 
other public policies with existing 
international standards, but also 
with our own state interest. 
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This “moral decline” means that 
international agreements really do 
nothing but serve Western corpora- 
tions. Using the government of the 
Unites States or the European Union, 
banks and other irresponsible entities 
impose their will on the world. These 
conglomerates have no interest in 
free markets, as they seek total mo- 
nopoly. 

Private property is held in con- 
tempt as wealth and power are the 
domain of a tiny handful, almost 
totally alienated from the population 
at large. 

Social life should mirror this com- 
munitarian idea. Article XIV reads: 


Without fatherhood, a pater- 
nal, military awareness, one can- 
not be a citizen or statesman. In 
the kitchen, in the domain of a 
woman’s life, a busy landscape 
exists. 

In aself-reliant and responsible 
society, a working identity is one 
not self-created. And because pref- 
erential treatment in the upbringing 
of children should be paternal, it 
is necessary in the education of 
the new generation that they not 
fall into the primitive narrow- 
minded, consumer, egoistic atti- 
tude toward social life. 


The scientific literature showing 
the destructive effects of broken 
homes is so overwhelming that only 
a handful of academic feminists 
choose to ignore it. Families with 
two parents are rarely poor and rarely 
produce misfit children. Divorce and 
family breakdown lead to social de- 
struction and the very competitiveness 
and ego that is decried elsewhere. In 
Novorossiya, the family, not the per- 
son, is the foundation of the state. 

As Novorossiya begins to rebuild 


and sees its pensions and salaries 
rise, Ukraine is now at Fourth World 
status. All her profitable enterprises 
have been sold off. The government 
is merely a puppet of the United 
States and the IMF. Her army has 
failed to dislodge the rebels in the 
east and has virtually collapsed fol- 
lowing the Russian invasion. China 
is investing in the eastern republics 
and the Crimea. 

For Ukraine to have any future in 
the West is absurd, as the West itself 
appears to have no future. 

The Donbass is an ideological rev- 
olution. It is an essential signal show- 
ing the destruction of the Western 
imperium. It shows that national so- 
cialists can win victories against larger 
armies fighting for nothing. Numbers 
do not mean anything, only cohesive- 
ness, purpose and identity. The No- 
vorossiya project has won in all senses 
of that term. The only sad consequence 
is the continued sinking of Ukraine 
into a failed state and economic ser- 
vitude to globalist interests as a direct 
result of Western intervention and

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UNCENSORED AMERICAN HISTORY: RICHARD NIXON’S MONETARY DECISION 


A Look Back at Richard Nixon’s 
Infamous Monetary Decision 


Was president’s decision to end the convertibility of dollars to gold 
one of the worst financial, monetary decisions in U.S. history?

half century ago, one of 
the most disastrous mone- 
tary decisions in U.S. his- 
tory was made by Richard 
Nixon. In a television ad- 
dress, the president declared that the 
nation would end the convertibility of 
dollars to gold, a key fixture of the 
post-WWII Bretton Woods system es- 
tablished following the war. The Bret- 
ton Woods system established the dol- 
lar as the world’s reserve currency, to 
which foreign currencies were fixed. 
As part of the agreement, the dollar 
was fixed to gold and nations could 
theoretically exchange their dollars 
for physical gold. Since the dollar was 
the world’s reserve currency, Nixon’s 
closing of the “gold window” put the 
world on an irredeemable paper mone- 
tary standard. 

The ramifications of the act con- 
tinue to this very day. America’s re- 
peated and ongoing financial crises, 
budget deficits, reoccurring booms 
and busts and the decline of living 
standards (particularly for the middle 
and working class) all have their gen- 
esis with Nixon’s infamous decision 
in August 1971. 

Abandoning the last vestiges of the 
gold standard was the culmination of 
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Richard Nixon has been judged by some scholars to be the worst pres- 
ident in American history, while others insist the opposite. According 
to author Antonius Patrick, however, Nixon’s decision to end the con- 
vertibility of dollars to gold was a disastrous monetary decision. 


a long-term goal of the bankers, pol- 
iticians, financial elites and deceitful 
economists. The first step was the es- 
tablishment of the Federal Reserve in 
1913, whose primary purpose was to 
allow its member banks to inflate the 
money supply without fearing the 
consequences—bank failures and 
panics, bank runs and recessions and 
depressions. The Fed could, and still 
does, enrich itself, the government 
and its aligned financial elites at the 
expense of the public at large through 
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its control and manipulation of the 
money supply. 

The next step on the road to mone- 
tary debasement was Franklin Roose- 
velt’s draconian measure of outlawing 
the private ownership of gold. This 
was not only an unprecedented and 
outrageous attack on private property, 
but it also eliminated gold redemption 
of dollars domestically, which gave 
the Fed unlimited power to print 
money without fear of its notes being 
redeemed. 
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The specious justification for the 
law, enacted shortly after the start of 
FDR's first tyrannical term in office, 
was to fight the Great Depression. Of 
course, the measure did nothing to 
mitigate the Depression which, in 
fact, was not caused by Americans’ 
ownership of gold, but rather the Fed- 
eral Reserve itself and its wild infla- 
tionary policies enacted throughout 
the so-called Roaring Twenties. 

FDR's action, like Nixon's, dem- 
onstrated how much the power of the 
presidency had expanded. It shows 
again the flawed and frankly naive ar- 
gument put forth by constitutionalists 
and conservatives of every ideological 
persuasion that the celebrated “sep- 
aration of powers” theory that sup- 
posedly checks the aggrandizement 
of federal power could not prevent 
the audacious acts of FDR and Nixon. 
Despite what is taught in social 
sciences courses, a true gold standard 
is a greater protector of an individual’s 
economic well-being and, ultimately, 
their political liberty than any legisla- 
tion, bills of rights or constitution ever 
penned. Hard money limits state power. 

The primary reason why Nixon 
closed the gold window was to fund 
the nation’s “guns and butter” eco- 
nomic and social policies that had 
begun under his predecessor Lyndon 
Johnson. Johnson’s “War on Poverty” 
and his escalation of the war in Viet- 
nam caused the Fed to print vast 
amounts of money that began to drain 
the U.S. Treasury of gold. 

While U.S. citizens and financial 
institutions could not redeem dollars 
for gold, foreign central banks could. 
America’s inflationary policy to fund 
its domestic and foreign objectives 
was why the gold window was closed. 
In effect, the U.S. was reneging on the 
commitment it had made at Bretton 
Woods. It was not “to take action nec- 
essary to defend the dollar against the 
speculators,” as Nixon announced as 
part of his new economic policy ini- 
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tiative entitled “The Challenge of 
Peace.” Instead, it was the type of 
monetary chicanery that banana re- 
publics often pursue. 

Culturally, the eradication of hard 
money was part of the transformation 
of a mature, frugal, hardworking and 
future-oriented people into an infan- 
tile, self-absorbed, dysfunctional and 
hedonistic collection of brainwashed 
proles. While many consequences of 
this change could be cited, one of the 
most telling is that America has gone 
from a creditor nation in 1971 to a 
massive debtor nation within a couple 
of generations. Not only has the na- 
tional debt exploded, which now ex- 
ceeds $30 trillion, but personal and 
corporate debt are at dizzying heights, 
as well. 

At this point, a reversal of Nixon’s 
decision would do little to confront 
the immense problems that the U.S. 
economy faces. A “Great Reset” of the 
economic system is in order, but not 
the kind envisioned by the world’s fi- 
nancial elites represented by the 
World Economic Forum and other 
globalist institutions. 

An honest-to-goodness reset would 
begin with a return to a metallic 
monetary standard where all national 
currencies would be redeemable in 
gold or silver. Such a move would put 
areal check on banks’ ability to create 
money out of thin air. 

The return of prosperity will only 
come about when gold is again a part 
of the monetary order and reasserts 
its critical role in the limitation of cen- 
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tral bank power. ~

Maurice Duplessis and the 
Legend of ‘the Great Darkness’ 


A Revisionist look at a legendary French Canadian traditionalist 
who dominated politics in Quebec for close to two decades 


As more rational, level- 
headed people, both contem- 
porarily and historically, get 
“canceled” and demonized for 
their political, social or historical 
views, a renewed interest is 
growing in exploring just what 
these types of “thought crim- 
inals” really stood for. Canadian 
political figure Maurice Dup- 
lessis is one such example worth 
taking a good look at.

oday’s progressives describe 
Maurice Duplessis, an im- 
portant yet overlooked po- 
litical and historical leader 
in Quebec, as a reactionary 
figure who kept the province in what 
was called the Great Darkness. His 
name has been associated with reli- 
gious bigotry and ignorance and he is 
considered a dark legend that preceded 
the Quiet Revolution of the 1960s that 
overturned Quebec's traditional society. 
It is time to reassess the legacy of 
Duplessis, Quebec's version of Dr. An- 
tonio de Oliveira Salazar, the anti- 
liberal traditionalist who ruled Portugal

for three decades. 

Maurice Le Noblet Duplessis was 
born on April 20, 1890, in Trois-Riv- 
iéres, a city on the St. Lawrence River. 
He had a traditional upbringing in a 
deeply Catholic society and his youth 
was otherwise uneventful. Recognized 
as a brilliant student, Duplessis, who 
graduated as a lawyer, found his pas- 
sion not in the law but in politics.! 

He soon became involved in pol- 
itics for the provincial Conservative 
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Party. By 1927, Duplessis was elected 
as a Member of Parliament (MP). 
With great confidence and a degree 
of ambition, he thanked his supporters 
on the night of his election telling 
them they had elected a “future pre- 
mier.” Quebec Premier Louis-Alex- 
andre Taschereau predicted a great 
future, as well, for the young politician, 
and he quickly began to shine in the 
Legislative Assembly. 

Duplessis would not accept the 
role of a bench warmer. In the parlia- 
ment, he was known as a fierce de- 
bater, a bulldog always ready to defend 
his point and humiliate his opponent. 
The leader of the Conservative Party, 
Camillien Houde [See TBR March/April 
2021—Kd.], was of the same breed, 
but, luckily for Duplessis’s ambitions, 
Houde was elected mayor of Montreal 
in 1928 and, soon after, resigned from 
his position as the head of the party. 

For Duplessis, it was a golden op- 
portunity. He seized it and started 
working toward a simple yet hard- 
to-reach goal: winning the general 
elections to become Quebec’s next 
premier. 

In Canadian politics, Conservatives 
and Liberals alternate on a regular 
basis, similar to how the Democrats 
and Republicans trade places in Amer- 
ican politics. This balance was locked 
in Quebec, and Conservatives had 
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Maurice Duplessis served as the 16th premier of the province of Quebec from 1936 to 1939 and again 
from 1944 to 1959. He dedicated much of his adult life to the welfare of his constituents once famously 
saying, “| have no family. My only responsibility is the welfare of Quebec. | belong to the province.” 


been kept in the opposition for the 
previous 35 years. Duplessis was de- 
termined to end this situation. 
Knowing he could not win without 
allies, he took interest in the nationalist 
dissidents from the Liberal Party who 
did not represent a threat but whose 
votes and popularity, combined with 
his, could ensure a victory, with con- 
servative and nationalist electors out- 
weighing the Liberals. He then man- 
aged to merge with the Action Libérale 
Nationale (National Liberal Action) 
led by Paul Gouin under the banner 
of the Union Nationale (National 
Union) and, with very anti-establish- 
ment rhetoric, managed to win the 
1936 elections, sweeping the Liberals, 
capturing 76 seats out of a total of 90. 
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A key factor in the success of 
Duplessis was the outrageous public 
corruption under the Liberal political 
leadership.’ The elections had been 
initiated after the Liberal leader Louis- 
Alexandre Taschereau had stepped 
down in favor of Joseph-Adélard God- 
bout amidst a corruption scandal. 
His government was considered to 
be a puppet of the Anglo-Saxon trusts. 

Thus, on August 26, 1936, Duplessis 
fulfilled his own prediction and be- 
came Quebec’s premier. 


THE FIRST MANDATE 


Duplessis’s first term showed where 
his heart lay. He focused on three key 
populist initiatives: improving agricul- 
ture, fighting the economic crisis and 
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improving public health. He multiplied 
the reforms, implementing agricultural 
credit, organizing land drainage, setting 
up a department of health (something 
most historians attribute to the Liberals 
of the 1960s), centralizing the police 
forces under one command and found- 
ing the Microbiology and Hygiene In- 
stitute at the University of Montreal 
to fight tuberculosis, among other pop- 
ular endeavors. 

The achievements of the first man- 
date are impressive, especially since 
neither he nor any of his MPs had 
any prior experience in government. 
His will and energy allowed him to 
compensate for this shortcoming. 

While electors referred to him 
simply as “Maurice,” showing that 
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the populist tone he had used worked 
well, inside his party, people referred 
to him as “Le Chef,” or “the Boss.” 
And Duplessis was indeed the boss, 
ruling his party in an authoritarian 
way, while still being loved and re- 
spected. It may explain why his lead- 
ership was never contested: He was 
the Union Nationale. 

With such a positive track record, 
one would think that historians would 
present him favorably—or at least im- 
partially. However, he was on the 
wrong side of history for two reasons: 
1) He was a devout Catholic; and 2) 
he was astaunch anti-communist, po- 
litical and religious positions the glob- 
alists and Court Historians disdain. 

Quickly after taking power, he 
started a crusade against communist 
subversion in the province. He adopted 
the Act to Protect the Province Against 
Communistic Propaganda, commonly 
known as the Padlock Law, a law 
prohibiting communist propaganda. 
For the record, it must be noted that 
most contemporary politicians and 
commentators condemning that law 
are quick to condone laws enacted 
by current Prime Minister Justin Tru- 
deau criminalizing any speech critical 
of immigration, diversity or prevailing 
historical narratives. 

The Padlock Law was extremely 
popular in Quebec, where most people 
were favorable to strong Catholic 
Latin regimes, such as those of Antonio 
Salazar in Portugal, Benito Mussolini 
in Italy and Francisco Franco in Spain. 
There were only some 175 members 
in the Communist Party at that time 
in Canada but, after the bloody civil 
war that had torn apart Catholic Spain, 
French Canadians were thankful to 
have a government ready to tackle 
the communist threat before it became 
a cancer on society. 

The law was first applied in No- 
vember 1937 against the communist 
newspaper Clarté and, later, against 
the Daily Clarion. Raids were 
launched by policemen who seized 
communist papers and tracts. Oppo- 
nents claimed that Duplessis was 
doing much to fight Communism, but 
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nothing against Fascism; an attack 
to which Duplessis replied that there 
was no fascist threat in Quebec. It 
was federal opposition to the law 
that finally forced Quebec to abandon 
it in 1957. 

When the storm of war gathered 
on the European horizon, Quebec 
was already in a political war of its 
own: Duplessis was in a full-scale po- 
litical struggle against Prime Minister 
William Lyon Mackenzie King for the 
respect of provincial autonomy.* Just 
as Washington regularly infringes upon 
states’ rights in the United States, Ot- 
tawa was exceeding its rights granted 
by the Canadian constitution and was 
acting as the government of a unitarian 
nation, denying the specific character 
of the Canadian Confederation. 
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The debater of 
yesteryears had 
become a more 
dignified man, 
a statesman. 
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Duplessis was then not much in- 
terested in European conflicts, but 
sensed that the federal government 
would use the war to strengthen its 
power and continue invading provin- 
cial fields, further infringing upon the 
rights of Quebecers. And that is ex- 
actly what happened: Prime Minister 
King unconstitutionally set up a na- 
tional income tax. 

To make sure he had the support 
of the population, Duplessis launched 
elections on the theme of autonomy. 
His opponents, Adelard Godbout’s 
Liberals, raised the issue of a possible 
conscription if Duplessis was elected. 
The trauma of WWI, when French 
Canadians had been forced to go and 
serve under the British flag in Europe, 
was still fresh in people’s minds, and 
Quebecers feared that Prime Minister 
King would follow the example of 
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former Conservative Prime Minister 
Robert Borden. 

There was no logical basis for that 
assumption, but Duplessis, being po- 
litically closer to the Conservatives 
who had imposed forced enrollment 
during WWI, coupled with the fact 
that Godbout claimed that a Liberal 
province would have more weight as 
Liberals were in power in Ottawa, 
convinced the population of Quebec. 
In the end, Quebecers elected God- 
bout in 1939, more so ouf of fear of 
conscription, rather then disapproval 
of Duplessis. 

Ironically, despite their pledges 
and promises, Prime Minister King 
forced Canadians to go fight and die 
in Europe. At the following elections 
in 1944, the roles were reversed and 
Duplessis defeated Godbout, who 
had presented himself as a bulwark 
against forced conscription." 

A new era started for Duplessis 
with this second term, especially as 
his years in the opposition had allowed 
him to defeat his increasingly obvious 
alcohol problem, which had started 
affecting his popularity.® 

When he took power for the sec- 
ond time, he was a new man. During 
the war he had been hospitalized and 
was totally sober. The debater of yes- 
teryears had become a more dignified 
man, a statesman. His popular support 
would increase in the years to come, 
allowing him to win a stunning victory 
in 1948. 


A CATHOLIC RULER 


During his first mandate (1936- 
1939), Duplessis had placed a crucifix 
in the Blue Room of the parliament 
in Quebec, only removed in 2019. It 
was more than a mere symbol for 
Duplessis: He considered himself as 
“the Boss,” second to none, except 
to God. Like most French Canadians 
of the time, he was a devout Catholic, 
and several biographers have claimed 
that he had hesitated between priest- 
hood and politics.’ 

Duplessis was extremely close to 
the Church, a fact that some historians 
have wrongfully claimed to be a 
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duplicitous, dishonest strategy. For 
media mogul Conrad Black, who has 
written a biography of Duplessis, he 
“only believed in two things: the Cath- 
olic Church and Quebec.”® Catholicism 
gave him the drive to act, and he con- 
sidered religion to be the object of 
French Canadians’ mission in America. 

In this sense, he can be considered 
of the same breed as Eamon de Valera, 
Antonio Salazar, Engelbert Dolfuss 
and, to a lesser degree, Francisco 
Franco, who always sought to govern 
in a Catholic way. 


PUPPET OF THE TRUSTS 


Duplessis was also close to foreign 
investors, whom he tried to attract 
in order to give work to French Ca- 
nadians. Mainstream historians tend 
to focus on some of the extremely 
long and even violent strikes in Que- 
bec’s mines, where Duplessis took 
the side of the owners rather than 
that of the workers. That cannot be 
denied, but it must be remembered 
that, first and foremost, Duplessis 
was not opposed to unionization— 
he himself simplified the unionization 
process, allowing the creation of more 
unions—but only to left-wing groups, 
especially those he felt were subver- 
sive or aligned with Communism. 
The dishonest legend fails to mention 
that there were fewer strikes under 
Duplessis than under other premiers. 
They may have been more intense, 
more sensationalized by the media, 
but assuredly not more frequent. 

Honesty should also lead historians 
to look at the big picture. In 1944, 
Quebec was in a grim situation. Cities, 
schools and universities were heavily 
indebted, and the region’s infrastruc- 
ture was in asorry state. The situation 
for labor was less than positive. Dup- 
lessis was not moribund in this regard. 
He enacted a law for reasonable 
wages, forcing employers to offer de- 
cent salaries to their employees.’ 
Under his leadership, average yearly 
income went from $1,445 to $3,208, a 
122% increase." Schools and hospitals 
continued to be run by the clergy, 
improving quality and also ensuring 
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ESS SALAZAR & DUPLESSIS 


MAURICE DUPLESSIS can be compared to Antonio de Oliveira Sa- 
lazar (shown above) who ruled Portugal from 1932 to 1968. Described 
as a dictator, Salazar was an authoritarian leader who ruled based on 
Catholic social teaching. Far from the fascist and Nazi leaders who 
cpnsidered the people as an instrument for the betterment of the state 
or the race, he envisioned a state that would be turned toward the 
spiritual and material needs of his people. 

The Estado Novo remained neutral during World War II. Salazar 
governed like a father or a professor—which is what he was—refrain- 
ing from any violence. Firm, but peaceful, he avoided any passion and 
rejected militarism. He never organized mass rallies, nor encouraged 
a cult of personality. 

Salazar and Duplessis were similar in many regards. They avoided 
demagoguery and, though religious, relied on cold logic rather than 
passion. They were both devout Catholics who rejected Communism, 
atheism and internationalism. Highly respected by their people, they 
never resorted to violence. The major difference is that Duplessis was 
elected democratically, while Salazar had banned the existence of po- 
litical parties within Portugal. 
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a substantial savings for the state. 
Overall, the standard of living greatly 
increased during this period, as Pierre 
Berthelot has detailed. 


NATIONALIST 


Duplessis was a true French Ca- 
nadian nationalist, working for the 
survival of his people within the bi- 
lingual and bicultural union of Canada. 
However, he broke with the traditional 
way of conceptualizing French Ca- 
nadian nationalism. Instead of de- 
fending the French across Canada, 
he felt his work was to secure their 
homeland, namely Quebec, and the 
dominance of Moliére’s language in 
the province. He once stated, in 1953, 
that if Quebec’s place in Canada was 
problematic, they could simply leave 
the confederation. His words were 
what allowed a transition in the 1960s 
from an ethnic, linguistic and religious 
form of nationalism toward a purely 
civic brand of provincial nationalism. 
Still, for Leslie Roberts, he can be 
considered a successor of Armand 
Lavergne, Henri Bourrassa and Olivar 
Asselin." 

In rural Quebec, many considered 
Duplessis the “savior of the race.”” 
Nevertheless, he was liked by the 
Anglo-Saxon Tories and was close to 
the federal Conservative Party in 
many regards, although he always 
kept his independence from the fed- 
eral apparatus. 

Allhis life, Duplessis fought against 
the forces of centralization, adopting 
a position similar to the states’ rights 
movement in the United States. But 
his greatest feat was the adoption of 
a national flag for Quebec—the fleur- 
delisé, an emblem combining the 
French fleur-de-lis with a white cross 
in the center of a blue field. 

His autonomous stance led him 
to modernize government operations, 
something all objective historians rec- 
ognize today. Raising a provincial in- 
come tax hardly seems like a positive 
legacy but, in the context of the strug- 
gle between the federal government 
in Ottawa and the regional government 
in Quebec, it was a way to ensure

Quebec’s autonomy. Among famous 
nationalists, he drew the support of 
Robert Rumilly. [See TBR, March/ 
April 2022 for more on Rumilly.— 
Ed.] On the other hand, Lionel Groulx 
found him too “old school” and “too 
compliant,” while still applauding 
some of his accomplishments. 


POPULIST 


Just like Houde, Duplessis was a 
genuine populist. He spoke like ev- 
eryone else and never adopted a snob- 
bish attitude. This would have affected 
his relationship with his constituents. 
In fact, he loved refined pleasures like 
the opera, was an avid reader and col- 
lected paintings, especially those of 
Auguste Renoir. He thought those in- 
terests may have sounded a bitt too 
pedantic, so he only advertised his 
passion for baseball. 

He was deeply interested in the 
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plight of his people. He listened to 
citizen’s concerns, answered letters 
addressed to him and he would freely 
give his own money to help others, 
although he himself struggled with 
financial difficulties. 

Duplessis was personally ex- 
tremely poor, leaving a personal debt 
of $42,000 at the end of his life, a 
debt paid by his friends and sup- 
porters.” He always remained a bach- 
elor, literally giving his life for the 
service of his nation. He very rarely 
took vacations, except to go attend 
baseball games south of the border." 

He lived a Spartan existence. He 
would wake up early, go to work and 
come back to his hotel room after 
the day was done to further study 
the most important issues of the day, 
never slowing down despite growing 
old. “I have no family. I have no re- 
sponsibility other than the wealth of 
Quebec,” as Duplessis put it. “I am 
the property of the province of Que- 
bec.” He considered himself married 
to his nation. 

He sometimes used the state as 
his own possession, without consult- 
ing with the parliament, even short- 
cutting the usual legislative proce- 
dures. He did so not for his own sake 
but for the sake of what he considered 
to be the good of the province. In a 
certain way, he came to embody the 
state. 


ADRIEN ARCAND’S FRIEND? 


While interviewing members of 
Adrien Arcand’s inner circle for a bi- 
ography this author wrote about Ar- 
cand, several told me that, from time 
to time, a man’s car would stop a 
block or two before Arcand’s home. 
The man would walk with a hat cov- 
ering the upper half of his face, the 
lower half hidden behind his collar. 
He would enter Arcand’s home quietly, 
almost secretly, and would sit and 
watch a hockey game before the 
black car would come back to get 
him. This mysterious man was none 
other than Premier Duplessis. 

The story has never been proven, 
however, it is far from being improb- 
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able as the two men had a common 
friend, Ernest Laforce, who had served 
as a bridge between Duplessis and 
groups on the right in the 1920s and 
1930s. Laforce remained a good friend 
of both Duplessis and Arcand, who 
wrote him “that when he (Duplessis) 
will leave, I am scared that it will be 
a catastrophe for our race already so 
threatened. I see no one other than 
him having enough prestige to lead 
our great struggle to victory.” 16 


THE FINAL CHAPTER 


Duplessis was once more reelected 
in 1956, but he had grown old and 
tired. Numerous scandals and allega- 
tions of corruption affected his party. 
After more than a decade in power, 
his party had come to resemble the 
Liberals. 

He died as he had lived: on duty. 
He passed away on September 7, 
1959, while visiting a mine. 

Paul Sauvé, who Duplessis had 
personally chosen as his heir, became 
premier and leader of the National 
Union. Exactly 100 days after replacing 
Duplessis, he died from a heart at- 
tack.!” The following decade would 
become known as the Quiet Rev- 
olution with the Liberals breaking 
away from French Canadian traditions 
and making a hard left turn charac- 
terized by statism, secularism and a 
redefinition of Quebec’s identity. 

The new doctrine of the Quiet 
Revolution insisted that Quebec was 
born in the 1960s, and anything pre- 
ceding it was not worth honoring. 

In this changing context, Maurice 
Duplessis, who had epitomized the 
era before this new “enlightenment,” 
became an object of fascination. 
Movies, plays, radio programs, biog- 
raphies and even a music hall retold 
his story, mixing a great dose of fiction 
with history, closer to caricatures 
then to biographies.'* Thus started 
the legend of the Great Darkness. +

Precursor to Disaster: 
The Battle of Rosebud

are is the American who 
has not heard of the Battle 
of the Little Bighorn. On 
June 25, 1876, while the 
nation celebrated its cen- 
tennial, shocking news came from 
Montana that America’s most famous 
fighting regiment, the U.S. 7th Cavalry, 
had suffered a devastating defeat. In 
addition to the deaths of hundreds 
of soldiers, their leader, the “Boy 
General” of the recent Civil War, 
George Armstrong Custer, had also 
been killed when thousands of Indians 
had overwhelmed him and his men. 

Even today, nearly 150 years later, 
our fascination with events of that 
terrible day continue unabated. Cu- 
riously, few are aware that an incident 
that occurred a mere week before 
the disaster contributed directly to 
the devastating defeat of Custer and 
his 7th Cavalry. 

In an effort to clear the last of 
the prairie tribes from their High 
Plains homeland, the federal gov- 
ernment called in the military to 
complete the task in 1876. To ac- 
complish this feat, thousands of U.S. 
soldiers were assigned the job. Custer 
and 700 men from the 7th Cavalry 
from Fort Abraham Lincoln would 
move west. Col. John Gibbon would 
lead a large force of cavalry and in- 
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Gen. George Crook, Col. John Gibbon and Gen. Alfred Terry (pic- 
tured from left to right above) were three prominent U.S. officers 
tasked with battling renegade Indians on the High Plains in the

fantry from Fort Ellis and would 
sweep east. Marching north from 
Wyoming was Brig. Gen. George 
Crook, victor over the Paiute in Ore- 
gon and the Apache in Arizona. The 
plan was to drive the Sioux, along 
with their allies the Northern Arapaho 
and Cheyenne, into an area where 
all could be either herded onto re- 
servations or simply be defeated in 
a pitched battle. 

Of all Indians on the Plains, the 
Sioux were by far the most powerful. 
Not only were they perhaps the best 
mounted fighters in the world, but 
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they were keen observers of the 
White man’s tactics. Unlike so many 
other tribes who passed their time 
raiding for horses and scalps and 
little else, “the Sioux fought to win.” 

The Sioux were a major force 
like no other tribe, and the fate of 
their captives was well known. “Save 
the last bullet for yourself!” was no 
idle jest. Any man who ignored those 
words faced torture so hideous and 
prolonged that they would wish they 
had never been born. Thus, it was 
with no small amount of trepidation 
among the rank and file that the

force, numbering a minimum of 2,500 Indian braves. When Custer arrived with his command, he 
should have known that he would be facing the largest unified Plains Indian army ever assembled. 


American campaign began. 

By mid-June, the southern wing 
of the campaign had begun its thrust 
into Montana. With 1,000 soldiers, 
Crook was also leading several hun- 
dred Indian scouts as they searched 
for the Sioux. Because the much 
smaller Crow and Shoshoni (or 
Snake) tribes had spent years fighting 
the Sioux, they now welcomed the 
chance to join the powerful Whites 
and punish their cruel oppressors. 

One day, when it was announced 
that a large trail of Sioux had been 
discovered leading down the valley 
of Rosebud Creek, the Indian scouts 
immediately applied war paint on 
their faces and their mounts, then 
began racing the animals back and 
forth in a frenzy. Startled by the dem- 


onstration when there was no enemy 
in sight, anewsman with the column, 
John Finerty, asked a White scout 
what it meant. 

“Oh, they are only making brave,” 
said the man indifferently. “That all 
stops when we get into a fight.” 

The next day, June 17, Crook 
formed his column for the march to 
a large Sioux encampment believed 
to be somewhere down the Rosebud. 
Unlike the day before, the Indian 
scouts were in no mood to celebrate. 

“I noticed,” continued newsman 
Finerty, “among other things, that the 
singing had ceased, and it was quite 
apparent that the gentle savages began 
to view the coming conflict with feel- 
ings the reverse of hilarious.” 

After a march of 10 miles, Crook 


called a temporary halt to feed his 
horses and men. Resting his head on 
his saddle, John Finerty seized the 
opportunity to gain a bit more sleep. 
Suddenly, the newsman heard spo- 
radic gun fire beyond the bluff just 
north of the creek. The growing 
racket was dismissed by the newsman 
as nothing more than the Indian 
scouts hunting buffalo. Crook, ho- 
wever, thought otherwise and began 
deploying his force to meet the enemy. 

“Hardly had this precaution been 
taken,” said Finerty, “when the flying 
Crow and Snake scouts, utterly panic 
stricken, came into the camp shouting 
at the top of their voices: ‘Heap Sioux! 
Heap Sioux! gesticulating wildly in 
the direction of the bluffs, which 
they had abandoned in such haste. 
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All looked in that direction, and there, 
sure enough, were the Sioux.” 

“All the Indians in the world 
seemed gathered right there,” said 
one terrified soldier. Crook was 
equally surprised. With Indians, friend 
and foe alike, screaming “at the tops 
of their lungs [and] giving the war 
whoop that caused the hair to raise 
on end,” the general was momentarily 
stunned. 

“Tran up on a bluff,” recalled the 
commander, “not far from where we 
halted, to take in the situation.” 

What Crook saw made his blood 
run cold—perhaps 2,500 Sioux and 
Northern Cheyenne warriors, either 
on the bluffs facing him or racing 
over the prairie to reach him. 

Acting quickly, the commander 
ordered Capt. Anson Mills and most 
of the cavalry to charge up the bluff 
and scatter the Indians. With bugles 
blowing, the men set spurs to their 
mounts then “broke into a mad cheer.” 

Mills explained the situation: 


These Indians were most hi- 
deous, every one being painted 
in ... colors and designs, stark 
naked, except their moccasins, 
breech clouts and head gear. ... 

[T]he Indians proved then and 
there that they were the best cav- 
alry soldiers on Earth. In charging 
up toward us they exposed little 
of their person, hanging on with 
one arm around the neck and 
one leg over the horse, firing and 
lancing from underneath the hors- 
es’ necks, so that there was no 
part of the Indian at which we 
could aim. 

Their shouting and personal 
appearance was so hideous that 
it terrified the horses more than 
our men and rendered them al- 
most uncontrollable. ... 

The Indians came not in a 
line but in flocks or herds like 
buffalo, and they piled in upon 
us until I think there must have 
been 1,000 or 1,500 in our imme- 
diate front. 


As bullets and arrows whizzed 
by, a young officer paused briefly 
beside his commander. 
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“General, many say that they get 
so hardened to this sort of thing that 
they don’t mind it, and I often wonder 
whether you feel like I do in a position 
of this kind,” the young officer in- 
quired. 

“Well,” asked Crook, “how do you 
feel?” 

“Why, just as though, if you were 
not in sight, I’'d be running like hell!” 

“Well,” the general replied calmly, 
“I feel exactly that way myself.” 

When the soldiers were ordered 
to dismount and fight on foot behind 
the rocks, the Indians wisely with- 
drew to the next ridge. As they did 
so, many laughed and slapped their 
posteriors as if encouraging the sol- 
diers to follow. Crook quickly ordered 
his men to remount and take the 
next ridge, which they did, with the

same results. It was noticed that 
some leader—perhaps Crazy Horse— 
was orchestrating Indian movements 
with a pocket mirror. 

When it was observed that the 
hostiles were filtering away and re- 
grouping on the south bank, it be- 
came clear to Crook that the Indians 
were trying to merely divide his com- 
mand and attack its weakest part. 

As troopers fell back from the 
bluffs already taken, many Sioux 
swarmed into the valley. It was now 
that Crook and his men realized not 
only how desperately outnumbered 
they were, but how greatly outgunned 
they were as well, with many of the 
enemy armed with repeating rifles. 
Men and horses went down in heaps. 
In one spot, six soldiers who straggled, 
were slaughtered where they stood. 
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“A recruit surrendered his carbine 
to a painted warrior, who flung it to 
the ground, and cleft his head with 
a stroke of the tomahawk,” said one 
man. “The Sioux rode so close to 
their victims that they shot them in 
the face with revolvers.” 

Just when hundreds of Sioux 
threatened to slice Crook’s force in 
half, a large party of Shoshoni scouts 
appeared. 

“Then began a most exciting en- 
counter,” remembered a witness. 
“The wild foe men, covering them- 
selves with their horses while going 
at full speed, blazed away rapidly. 
Our regulars did not fire because it 
would have been sure death to some 
of the friendly Indians. ... Horses 
fell dead by the score. ... The whoop- 
ing was persistent.” 

But more Sioux came pouring in 
when they heard of the fight and the 
Shoshoni were forced back—not, 
however, before a small, misshapen 
Crow scout named “Humpy” rode 
into the midst of a dozen Sioux and 
rescued a big sergeant they were 
trying to kill. The audacity of the 
move and the sheer speed of Humpy’s 
horse saved the day. 

For the next several hours, Crook 
and Crazy Horse traded blows along 
the Rosebud. A battalion of cavalry 
was ordered to form up and move 
down the valley as though determined 
to strike the Sioux village, felt to lay 
just beyond several miles. The des- 
perate gambit worked. As the Indians 
began falling back to protect their 
families, Crook thereupon called 
back his cavalry battalion. 

With that, the Battle of the Rose- 
bud ended. It was only then, when 
the screams and shouts had ceased 
and the exhausted soldiers finally 
could see through the lifting smoke, 
that they truly appreciated what had 
occurred. “We then all realized for 
the first time,” a stunned officer said 
as he stared at the litter of dead and 
wounded comrades, “that, while we 
were lucky not to have been entirely 
vanquished, we had been most hu- 
miliatingly defeated.” 
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With upward of 30 killed and as 
many more wounded, the Rosebud 
truly had been a costly defeat. 

Accustomed as he was to rel- 
atively easy victories in the desert 
Southwest against Apaches, Crook 
was shattered by his check on the 
northern Plains. “[I] never saw a 
man more dejected,” an officer later 
wrote. There was no question of 
continuing the advance. When, de- 
spite all that had passed, Crook once 
more muttered something about 
heading for the Sioux village, the 
exhausted Crow allies dismissed the 
words as the ravings of a lunatic. 

“(T]he force you have been fight- 
ing is only a little war party,” one 
warrior warned. “If you go to village, 
you will find as many Indians as the 
grass. If you go down there, you can 
never get out of the trap. You will all 
be killed.” With that, the Crow rubbed 
his palms together as if grinding a 
clod of dirt to dust. 

Crook wisely retreated the fol- 
lowing day. In so doing, he in effect 
cleared his command from the board. 
Ironically, even as one column fell 
back, another force, much smaller 
than Crook’s, was preparing to ad- 
vance. Unaware of defeat on the 
Rosebud, this column, the 7th Cavalry 
under Col. George Armstrong Custer, 
would, within days, march right into 
that huge camp that the Crow and 
U.S. officers feared. When it did, it 
rode right through the gates of hell

Dispatches reveal U.S. military well aware a massive Indian 
force was present in the Little Bighorn Valley 


May 29, 1876. Gen. Phillip Sheridan to Gen. W.T. Sherman: 

“Sioux scout from Standing Rock reports all young men are leaving 
reservation with best ponies. They report going to fight Crow Indians, 
but he says they are going to join Sitting Bull.”

May 30, 1876. Gen. Phillip Sheridan to Gen. W.T. Sherman: 

“Brig. Gen. Terry moved out his command from Fort A. Lincoln in 
the direction of the mouth of the Powder River. ... Brig. Gen. Crook will 
move from Fort Fetterman with a column about the same size. Col. John 
Gibbon is now moving down north of the Yellowstone and east of the 
mouth of the Bighorn. ... I presume that the following will occur: 

“Gen. Terry will drive the Indians toward the Bighorn Valley, and Gen. 
Crook will drive them back toward Terry; Col. Gibbon [is to] . . . intercept 
. . . Such as may want to go north of the Missouri to the Milk River. 

“The result of the movement of these three columns may force many 
of the hostile Indians back to the agencies on the Missouri River and to 
the Red Cloud and Spotted Tail agencies on the northern line of Ne- 
braska, where nearly every Indian—man, woman and child—is at heart 
a friend. 

“It is easy to foresee the result of this condition, that as soon as the 
troops return in the fall, the Indians will go out again, and another cam- 
paign, with all its expenses, will be required. ... Two posts [should] be 
established on the Yellowstone and ... the military [should] be allowed 
to exercise control over the Indians at the agencies, . . . 

I hope that good results may be obtained by the troops in the field. 
... We might as well settle the Sioux matter now. It will be better for all 


concerned.”

May 31, 1876. Gen. Phillip Sheridan to Gen. E.D. Townsend: 

“The information from Crook goes to show that all the agency In- 
dians capable of taking the field are now—or will be—on the war path.”

In the March/April 2022 issue of 
TBR, reader Eric Ray writes a request 
for an explanation of the difference be- 
tween Marxist Socialism and National- 
Socialism.

The party name was assumed 
with permission from Matt Koehl, 
George Lincoln Rockwell’s successor. 
Nazi was used instead of National So- 
cialist because of this very problem, 
i.e., the average American is completely 
ignorant of Adolf Hitler's conception of 
socialism. As an old LIBERTY LOBBY sup- 
porter and reader of The American 
Mercury and The Spotlight (my college 
library, oddly enough, subscribed to 
both publications) in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, I was privileged to cor- 
respond fairly regularly with Willis 
Carto,the great nationalist publisher. 

By the way, John Friend is a great 
choice for TBR staff. His presence will 
guarantee my subscription renewal. 
His comments on the Ukraine war, also 
in the March/April issue, are, however, 
too tolerant of Vladimir Putin. Wha- 
tever the reason, Whites killing Whites 
on such a scale is an irredeemable 
crime. No matter what the cause or cir- 
cumstances, how can we White folk, 
well into the 21st century, still find rea- 
sons to kill each other? Despite the les- 
sons of the previous century, White 
fratricide is well under way, again. Our 
race has been diminished not only in 
numbers, but also in common social 
discourse, denigrated as ever-criminal, 
evil, worthless, a history for which all 
Whites must feel shame. 

It is fratricide but, still, there are 
European “White nationalists” and similar 
righ-wing groups and persons who spout 
fulsome excuses to praise Putin, to 
depict Russia as a victim, intimidated 
to action by the evil empire of NATO. 

A few years ago a well-known Na- 
tional Socialist activist in Germany 
wrote that “the savior of Germany does 
not live in Russia.” So many on the Ger- 
man right want to believe that Putin is 
a solid nationalist who fights for 
“White Christian civilization.” He is 
not. He is dragging Russia, and as 
much of Europe as he can convince or 
corral through gas and oil dependen- 
cies, to the East, to some imagined 


Eurasian New Jerusalem. 

Putin pronounces again and again 
that he is fighting against nationalists 
and Nazis. He bombs hospitals, schools 
and shelters with the justification that 
the buildings actually house nationalists 
using civilians as shields. And, yet, 
White nationalists and self-described 
Nazis still support this epigone tzar. In 
August, Russia intends on convening an 
international conference focused on the 
destruction of nationalism and fascism.

THE THEOLOGIAN & THE DEVIL 


Klaus Schwab, the béte noire or 
Darth Vader of our time, seemed to be 
endorsing none other than Lutheran 
theologian Rudolf Bultmann who I 
showcase in my book Salvaging Civ- 
ilization. Schwab recently was quoted 
also saying that the preexistence of 
Jesus and the resurrection are fake 
news. Well, we must give this devil his 
due. 

Of course, Schwab is hell-bent with 
this mother of all examples to “throw 


out the baby with the bathwater.” But, 
in trying to save the “baby’—Christian 
values—we have left it in the bathwater 
for centuries. This precious “baby” is 
the Good News about mankind: held to 
personal responsibility and love of 
neighbor; affirming that all men are 
created equal; championing self-ev- 
ident, unalienable truths—the right to 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness—enshrined in our Bill of Rights 
and Constitution.

Few cling to 
that nowadays. That doesn’t infer that 
the universe has evaporated, but those 
notions are long extinct. Equally ex- 
tinct are the other ways of pre-scientific 
thinking, the “spirit and wonder world” 
in Bultmann’s words. 

Because they were the package 
bringing us the everlasting Good News, 
folks just can’t bear to throw out the 
wrappings. The virgin-birth myths, 2000 
years ago, flunk today’s scientific bio- 
logy test. And who sincerely believes 
there is some old, bearded “God” riding 
on acloud up there with his uber-com- 
puter, running the whole universe? 
When we link these values that liberate 
and fulfill our nature with antiquated 
concepts, we discredit them. Can we be 
surprised that fewer and fewer folks 
are fighting to preserve them? 

In fact, research confirms that sin- 
cere atheists (I include all “non-Chris- 
tians”) practice these Christian values 
on a par with identified Christians. (Ac- 
tually, atheists are shown in studies to 
be more generous.) A Christian lifestyle 
simply fulfills our nature better. Are not 
all sincere persons, in an ideal scientific 
society, practicing Christian atheists? 
Then we must join forces with them. 

Thomas Jefferson said it this way, 
inscribed on Panel IV of the Jefferson 
Memorial: 

“Institutions must go hand in hand 


with the progress of the human mind. 
As that becomes more developed, more 
enlightened, as new discoveries are 
made, new truths discovered and 
manners and opinions change, with the 
change of circumstances, institutions 
must advance also to keep pace with 
the times. We might as well require a 
man to wear still the coat which fitted 
him when a boy as civilized society to 
remain ever under the regimen of their 
barbarous ancestors.” 

Homo sapiens desperately needs a 
new tailor. Our Founders stressed that 
teaching universal brotherhood and a 
standard of right and wrong is essen- 
tial; that only an educated and moral 
people can succeed at self-governance. 
Keeping pace with the times we all— 
united—urgently need an updated re- 
fresher course to uphold these hu- 
manizing values and recruit everyone 
to reclaim America. Otherwise, Schwab 
will get his way and throw out our cher- 
ished baby, the Good News that defines 
human homo sapiens—once and for 
all.
